FIGHT OF THE GOLD MEN 


With the Administration’s Agents 
Backing Them. 


HAS DONE LITTLE HARW TO SILVER’S CAUSE 


‘Governor Altgeld and State Secretary 


Harrison Talk About the Great 
Victory in Their State. 


Springfield, Ill., May 2.—Staff Corres- 
pondent The Constitution.--The collapse of 
the opposition to the silver ticket in the 
city of Chicago has given Illinois to the 
cause of 16 to 1 without the firing of anoth- 
er gun. 

Never was bubble more mercilessly punc- 
tured than were the claims of the. gold 
gtandard men in this state by the advocates 
of free silver. They had on their side the 
united press of Chicago, without respect 
to party lines. They had the prestige of 
the national administration to honey them 
up and they had money to spend without 
limit. Notwithstanding all this, when the 
people of the country arose they toppled 
over the schemes of leaders and spoke out 
like freemen demanrling their rights.

Governor Altgeld Talks. 

T had a long talk with Governor Altgeld 
yesterday, in which he spoke freely about 
the present conditions in Illinois and the 
certainty of silver's victory. 

“Cook county,.”’ said he, ‘‘will declare 
for the free coinage of silver. This vr ll 
be done in spite of all that adverse in- 
fiuences can do. It is true that certain 
men talk about bolng and an opposition 
convention, but that sort of talk is absurd. 
Men without a constituency cannot get up 
a convention, and if they should meet it 
would be about as laughable as the cele- 
brated action of the three tailors of Tooly 
street. - The democratic party of Iilinois 
is now, as has always been, in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
There is no doubt about the membership 
or the organization of our state executive 
committee, which has ordered every step 
up to the present in an orderly manner. 
The selection of Peoria was made by aid 
of the vote of ex-Mayor Hopkins, who is 
now posing as the leader of the other side. 
There was no suggestion of discontent 
until federal office holders and a big cam- 
paign fund introduced themselves for the 
purpose of frustrating the action cf. the 
people. Where money is you can always 
locate certain politicians of fortune who 
like to see what is going on. The counties 
throughout the state began to elect del- 
egates, instructing them right along for 
the free coinage of silver. Out of the 
first 3530 delegates elected only seven were 
Bold standard men. It hegan to look as if 
the Illinios convention would be unanimous. 

Fought by the Administration. 

“Then Mr. Cleveland's agents began tak- 
ing a more open part. Eckels, the comp- 
troller of the currency, came west and 
circulated around among those whose fears 
could be worked upon. His ‘iltimatum 
was that Illinois must be carried gainst 
silver or thrown into contest. Last Monday 
night he went before his home constituency 
and was defeated. Whether there was any 
coincidence between his defeat and the or- 
der from Chicago headquarters to bolt, is 
@n open question. 

“The thing that has struck ine r'ost 
fcrcibly,’’ continued the governor, ‘is that 
gold standard meetings are never sponta- 
neous. You can read of local communities 
calling meetings on their own accord and 
declaring their principles. There nas not 
been a single gold meeting held ‘hat was 
not promoted, attended and controlled by 
some emissary from Washington. The peo- 
Ple have no heart in the gold standard 
movement and will not vote for it. They 
have their minds made up on that. 

Chicago’s Vote Not Needed. 

“The people of Illinois, even without the 
vote of Cook county, woul! declare for 
the free coinage of silver. Of the 1,005 del- 
egates one-third belong to Cook county. 
The balance of the state, according to the 
present ratio established by the election. of 
over half of the delegates, will have only 
a handful of gold standard men. Of course 
if any courthouse caucusses were held 
With the postmaster, the deputy marshal 
and the local banker present they would 


elect themselves delegates and all would 


be harmony. But as sure as the people turn 
out the gold men are brushed aside as 
nothing. 

“You can tell:the readers of The Consti- 
tution and the democrats of Georgia that 
Illinois, by a unanimous vote, will sup- 
port the free coinage of silver. Cook county 
will vote for it, and the vote in the state 
convention will be practically unanimous.” 

“Gcvernor, what about the choice of Illi- 
nois for the presidency ?’’ 

“That is a qu2stion.” he replied, ‘‘to 
Which we have given no attention. We have 
been exclusively engaged in making effec- 
tive the principle which holds us together. 
If we get the right sort of platforms there 
will be no trouble about the man to stand 
Upon it. I like that platform adopted in 
Iowa,’ he continued. “People who read it 
Can understand it’’ 

The Man of the Day. 

The man to whom the credit is largely due 
for this revival of popular determination is 
Hon. William H. Hinrichson, secretary of 
state for Illinois, and chairman of the state 
democratic executive committee. <All day 
fong he has been receiving telegrams of 
congratulation from all parts of the union. 
The father of the silver convention of June 
last feels that he has stirred up a great 
commotion Sure enough. Knowing that the 
views of such a man would be of great in- 
terest in the hour of his supreme triumph ! 
called upon him in his office in the state 
Capitol. 

A large, florid-complexioned man, with 
deep blue eyes and a face wreathed in per- 
petual smiles, he looks more like a gentle- 
Man who loves his ease than a manipulator 
of events which turn the tide of a country’s 
progress, 

“Yes,” said he, “the gold people have sur- 


rendered the state’ to us without firing a 
gun. We had them beaten anyhow, for had 
they continued in the race they could not 
possibly have secured more than 7f¢ votes 


out of the 1,069 which make up the con-- 


vention. It was their purpose to have 
fought all the way throygh, but when they 
Saw Senator Palmer defeated in his own 
county’ when they saw First Assistant 
Postmaster General Frank Jones laid low 
by his constituents; when they saw Eckels 
and the United States marshals and attor- 
neys put to flight, they concluded that 
further resistance was out of the question, 
and, instead of surrendering with good

grace, they ran into the back yard to bark 
at the moon. Under the noise thus made 
they hope to escape with some show of dis- 
cretion, but all the same, they were square- 
ly whipped out of the race.”’ 

The Origin of the June Convention. 

Asked as io how he came to think of the 
celebrated June convention of last year, 
through which the democracy of the union 
has been revived, Mr. Hinrichson was loath 
to speak, because it was so personal to 
himself, but finally, for the benefit of The 
Constitution, he concluded to do so: 

“The election of 1894,’’ said he, ‘‘left the 
democracy in a sad plight. At the polls, 
bearing the banner of Mr. Cleveland’s as- 
certained policy, we had been buried under 
a republican majority of 150,000, wuereas in 
1492, under the leadership of Governor Alt- 
geld, we had carried the state by a majority 
of 30,000. In our victorious campaign of 
1892 we advocated the free coinage of sil- 
ver, an elastic currency, and the rights of 
the states. In the campaign of 18% we were 
committed to the gold standard, to the pro- 
tection of the rich men as against the poor, 
and had seen a democratic president tram- 
ple upon the reserved rights of the snv- 
ereign state of Illinois. The verdict of the 
people was decisive enough, and meant 
that it wanted no more of that kind of de- 
mccracy. The voters had either returned to 
republican ranks, or had gone over to the 
pepulists. 

“When the state executive committee met 
in January, of 1895, it was the HNveliest ag- 
gregation of politiciafis you ever saw. Dis- 
credited at. the polls,.the voters scattered 
abroad; abandoned by the national officers 
whom we had elécted, we knew not which 
way to turn. Not of my seeking I was 
elected chairman of the committee, and I 
must confess that I felt like tne young wife 
going to housekeeping without ary house. 
‘The people expect you to do something,’ 
said Governor Altgeld to me one day, ‘and 
I do not envy you your job.’ By the merest 
accident I walked by the courthouse in 
Jacksonville one day, and saw therein quite 
a crowd of people. ‘What are they doing?’ 
I asked. I was told that they had gathered 
to consider the silver question; that they 
wanted to make their wishes known in 
Washington, and that it was on the pro- 
gramme to hold similar meetings in a dozen 
surrounding counties. 

It Was an Inspiration. 

“Like a flash it dawned on me that if 
these people are thus prompted to meet why 
not take advantage of that interest and 
turn it to democratic account? Why not 
call on the democrats of Illinois to meét in 
their counties and then in state conven- 
‘tions to discuss the status of the party, and 
to discover the remedy for the dry rot 
which had seized upon us. I at once sought 
the leaders and begged of them to suspend 
further meetings until they could hear 
from me, as I thought I could make it to 
their interest to do so. Then I wrote let- 
ters to democrats, republicans and populists 
in every county, asking their candid opin- 
ion as to the causes of democratic defeat in 
1894. The answers began pouring back, 
first by hundreds, and then by thousands, 
giving all sorts of suggestions. I had the 
letters divided into classes, and of the lot I 
found that over 90 per cent gave demo- 
cratic indorsement of the gold standard as 
the cause of the great slump. They de- 
veloped the fact that the masses of the 
common people, regardless of party, were in 
favor of the free and unlimited cotnage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

The Idea Materializes.. 

“As I saw them I took the members of 
the state democratic executive committee 
into my confidence, among them Mayor 
Hopkins, of Chicago, -who is now trying to 
head a bolt. They alb-agreed that it would 
be a-good thing to get from the democrats 
of the state a formal expression of opin- 
ion. It would give us some ground upon 
which to stand and work. I presented the 
scheme one day to Governor Altgeld, who 
hardly listened to it with some dissenting 
reply. Next day he called on me and said: 

‘**T have been studying over your scheme, 
and believe it is great. You do not appre- 
ciate the revolution to which it will lead.’ 

“With the governor's appreciation I call- 
ed the executive committee in session, and 
this body, with only three dissenting votes, 
authorized the call for the convention. It 
was like striking a match in a powder 
magazine. The people were wild for the 
opportunity to express. their opinions. 
When the convention met every county in 
the state save four was represented. The 
delegates present were from the best class 
of responsible citizens, notwithstanding the 
efforts of the administration to discredit 
the movement. The people were once more 


alive and jubilant. 
“I must state it right here, however, that 


the metropolitan press of the state was 
dominated by the gold interests, and that 
outside of the county newspapers, we had 
no means of reaching tke pDublic. The 
Times, which tad been for silver, had 
been bought ur by Mr. James R. Walker 
and merged into The Herald, which was a 
gold standard organ. Mr. Walsh had an- 
nounced, however, that he intended to run

Result of the Democratic Primaries 
Held There Yesterday. 


BOYCOTT OF THE GOLD MEN 


Knowing That Free Coinage Would 
Sweep the Field, 


MANY STAYED AWAY FROM THE [0-LS 


Tickets That Won the Day Bore Alt- 
geld’s Portrait and Declared 
for Free Coinage. 


Chicago, May %.—The Cook county demo- 
cratic convention, summoned to elect del- 
egates to the convention to be held in 
Peoria June 23d, will be called to order in 
West Telfth street turner hall tomorrow 
morning at 10 o'clock. 


. 
P Primaries for the election of delegates to 


today’s convention were held today 
throughott the county. Such primar-es 
were never held in Cook county before, in 
that they were boycotted by a large ele- 
ment of the party. 

The Ticket That Won. 

The primaries were at least interesting, 
to many sensational, in another feature. 
The delegate ticket, voted in every ward 
and town with the exception of the twen- 
ty-first ward, had at its head a picture of 
Governor Altgeld and the legend, “And 
against a single gold standard.” Not a 
suggestion was there of silver at 16 to 1. 

“For Altgeld and against a single gold 
standard.’’ That was the watchword around 
the polling places; that will be the text of 
the platform adopted today. 

Will Call for Silver. 

The platform, in effect, will call for the 
remonetization of silyer, leaving the ratio 
to be fixed by congress. This is in accord 
with Governor Altgeld’s expressed desire, 
and his will means practically the will of 
the convention. 


Boycotted by Single Standard Men. 

The primaries were naturally orderly, as 
the boycotting advocated and carried out, 
to a large extent by the ‘honest money’”’ 
men killed off whatever opposition that 
might under other circumstances have been 
manifested. Many ‘“‘honest money” demo- 
crats, on the other hand, attended the 
primaries. One of these latter, over in the 
nineteenth ward, gave as a reason that 
probably prompted many others. 

“T am against free silver,’’ he said, ‘‘but 
I am too much of a democra:i to let a 
democratic primary go hy without casting 
my baliot.’’ 

The Number of Ballots. 

There were no means of obtaining tonight 
from an unprejudiced source an approx- 
imate idea of how many votes were cast. 
The Altgeld leaders claimed that between 
15,000 and 20,000 ballots were cast. The op-

At any rate the convention will prove 
to be one of the most interesting ever held 
in Chicago. However that may be, returns 
from Evanston and thirteen wards, re- 
ceived at democratic headquarters tonight, 
give the following results.

The Evanston vote was regarded with 
great glee by the Altgeld men. . 

At a conference of the leaders held after 
| the committee meeting the convention plan 
previously approved by Governor Altgeld 
was discussed as set forth. The plan pro- 
vides for a platform that will contain the 
16 to 1 idea, ‘‘unless,’’ said one of the Jead- 
ers, ‘‘pressure from the country districts 
over the wires should make us change our 
tune.”’ 

There will be no abuse of Cleveland or 
of the national administration. Altgeld will 
be indorsed for governor and his adminis- 
tration will be commended. 

Governor Altgeld and 8. P. MeConnell 
will be indorsed for delegates at large to 
the national convention. Thomas Gahan 
will. be indorsed for national committee- 
'man and the delegates to the state conven- 
tion will be instructed to vote for what- 
ever Governor Altgeld wants. 

News of the plan to elect anti-single gold 
standard rather than out and out 16 to 1 
delegates evidently created more interest 
throughout tthe state than in Chicago. The 
local leaders in the country districts kept 
close to the telegraph wires without doubt, 
for early in the afternoon Se¢cretary Nel- 
son, of the state central committee, was 
flooded with telegrams, asking whether 
there was any truth in the rumors that 
had reached them to the effect that the 
Cook county convention was not going to 
declare for free silver at 16 to 1. All Mr. 
Nelson could do was to describe to his in- 
quirers the decoration and legend at the 
head of the delegate ticket. 

Practically all of the county conventions 
that have been held up to the present in 
the state have declared for the free coinage 
of silver at 16 to 1. This was generally re- 
garded as a growth of Governor Alt- 
geld’s desire. The governor's real desire 
will be shown in today’s convention, and 
the interesting question arises will the re- 
maining county conventions follow Cook 
county’s example, and will the counties 
that have already held their conventions 
pare down their platforms so as to dovetail 
with the Altgeld platform. Those who 
seem to know what they are talking about, 
say in regard to this that the state conven- 
tion, like the Cook county convention, will 
do what the governor wishes it to do. 


BOLIVER BUCKNER DOWNED. 


Rhea Proved Too Much for the Ex- 
Governor. 

Winchester, Ky., May 25.—The opera house 
was filled with people, the best in the coun- 
ty, this afternoon to hear General Simon 
Bolivar Buckner, ex-governor of Kentucky, 
and Hon. John H. Rhea discuss financial is-

When Rhea got up to answer him, he 
was greeted with ear-splitting applause. 
He began by paying a high tribute to Gen- 
eral Buckner for his valuable service as a 
soldier in two wars and as chief executive 
of Kentucky. He attacked every proposi- 
tion made by the veteran’:and carried his 
audience by storm. . 

Rhea is a born orator. and actor, and 
when he would work up a climax on the 
hard times, low wages and prices of all 
kinds of property, he would ask, in an in- 
sinuating voice,-of General Buckner: “Now, 
good doctor, please tell us what is the mat- 
ter? Give us some remedy.” 

In speaking of the recent bond issue, he 
highly commended the few newspapers 
which stood out against a repetition of the 
first bond sale by Cleveland and urged that 
the bonds be sold at open competition and 
not secretly to a syndicate. He showed how 
the people were thus saved the enormous 
sum of $17,000,000, and in closing he dramati- 


cally exclaimed: 
“And yet they call this a business ad 


ministration. And Joe Blackburn—” 

As soon as he pronounced the senior sen- 
ator’s name, a wild scene ensued. Nearly 
every man in the audience half rose to his 
feet, waved his hat in the air, and cheered 
to the echo. The speaker continued: 

“God bless him, he is to be denounced as 
a traitor because he had the courage to 
say that he was with the people and would 
stand with them or die with them.” 

It was a masterly answer to General 
Buckner throughout, and when Rhea had 
finished, the entire audience left the house, 
making it impossible for General Buckner 
to reply in a half-hour speech, as he in- 
tended. 


ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


GOOD NEWS IS COMING FOR THE 
FRIENDS OF SILVER. 


Kentucky Dead Sure for Free Coinage 
and Senator Brice Admits 
Defeat in Ohio. 


Waghington, May . 25.—(Special.)—Brice 
concedes the majority of the Ohio delega- 
tion to the free coinage men. 

All the Kentucky congressmen except 
McCreary admitted today that the Blue- 
grass ©*ate would send a silver delegation 
te Chicego. The gold papers of Louisville 
are abusing Carlisle and “Lindsey for not 
coming home to aid in the contest, Next 
Saturday will settle it, and Kertucky wll 
indorse Blackburn, not Carlisle. Lindsey 
admitted it privately today. 

But the best news is from West Virginia. 
Postmaster General Wilson’s own county 
went for free coinage Saturday, and it is 
assured that nine of the twelve delegates 
fr2m West Virginia will be free coinage 
men. Like Ohio, West Virginia elects dele- 
gates by congressional districts, It has feur 
districts. Eaen district elects two dele- 
gates and an additional one as a state at 
large delegate. ~~ 

Senator Brice throws the odium of the 
gold defeat in Ohio upon Mr. Cleveland. 
He says had Cleveland declared he wouid 
not be a candidate three weeks ago, Ohio 
would have gone for gold, but the people 
out there are opposed to him for a third 
term. They believe ‘that his silence meant 
that he was a candidate again and a vote 
for gold meant a vote for Cleveland. There- 
fore, they have spoken out for free coinage. 

Brice may be a delegate from the State 
at large. It may be given him for his 
party service in the past, not to humiliate 
him, but two-thirds of the delegates will 
be silver men. 

They Admit Defeat. 

All the administration people here today 
admit defeat. They concede the Chicago 
convention to the free coinage people. The 
action of. Cook county today and other 
news that has come in causes them to give 
up ertirely. Trey make dire predictions, 
declaring that their defeat means Mc- 
Kinley’s election. 

The cabiret officers from the south and 
west have failed to get indorsements for 
the administration from their states, Her- 
bert lost Alabama, Carlisle now practical- 
ly admits defeat in Kentucky, Harmon 
admits it in Ohio, Wilson has failed to 
carry West Virginia. Morton lost the 
fight in Nebraska, though he claims his 
contesting delegation will be seated. Hoke 
Smith yek claims a divided delegattom 
from Georgia, but is beginning to hedge. 

In the house and senate practically all 
the gold democrats concede the convention 
to the free coinage people. 

Tillman on Harrity’s Threat. 
Senator Ben Tillman has returned. 
‘“‘Wherever I have been,’’ said he, “‘it is 

free coinage of silver.and gold at 16 to 1 
Everywhere the sentiment is the same.” 

“Do you think the silver men will control 
at Chicago?” 

“Oh, yes, they are sure to be in control,”’ 

“By what majority?” 

“By upwarc of a hundred.” 

Asked whether he thought there would 
be a contesting delegation from South Car- 
olina, Senator Tillman answered: 

‘No; what grounds have they got for 
sending a contesting delegation?’ 

Commenting on Chairman  Harrity’s 
threat that would-be Dolters may be de- 
barred from the national democratic con- 
vention, he said: 

“Harrity’s bluster will have no more ef- 
fect on the national convention than Mich- 
igan boodle. He forgets that he is not the 
master of the democratic party and is only 
its servant. True democracy is in no hu- 
mor to be bluffed by goldbugs or other 
bugs.” 

About Adjournment. 

The president spent all of today on the 
river and harbor bill. He had the chief 
engineer with him to explain each para- 
graph. News at the capitol was to the 
effect that he would send in a veto mes- 
sage this week. Should that be the case 
the bill may be passe@ over his veto with- 
out delay and congress may adjourn 
Saturday week. 

The efforts to keep congress here until 
after the conventions seem to have failed. 
Unless something utexpected turns up 
congress will probably adjourn before the 
10th of June. 

Savannah’s Public Building. 

The sénate has insisted upen its amend- 
ment to the sundry civil bill increasing 
the cost of the Savannah public building 
$100,000, that it may be built of Georgia 
marble. The house will, therefore, be 
forced to vote upon it again and Colonel

From the Cradle to the Grave They 
Pick Their Victims. 


MET DEATH WITH A SMILE 


The Recent Capture of the Competitor 
Graphically Described. 


THE PRISONERS WERE HORRIBLY TORTURED 


Remarkable Bravery and Nerve Shown 
by the Prisoners—Attempts ‘To 
Make Them Talk. 


Key West, Fla., May 25.—The correspon- 
dent of the Southern Associated Press has 
received the fcllewing graphic account of 
the captore uf the schooner Competitor, by 
the steamer Mascotte, which arrived ‘rom 
Havana Saturday night: 

“‘My informant writes that the Competi- 
tor reached the coast of Cuba about midday 
of April 25th, and came to anchor about a 
mile from Berracos, a small village on the 
west coast of Cuba, between’ Muriel and Es- 
peranza. A bar prevented a nearer ap- 
proach to the land. Just before coming to 
anchor, a small fishing boat was seen to 
hoist sail and start down toward Port Es- 
peranza, ¢_nd as it was afterwards learned, 
reported the mattr to the authorities. The 
Competitor had three small boats, one of 
which was supplied with a sail, and in this 
boat Antonio Cri$to, with seventeen men, 
was sent on shore to re2onnoiter. 
thing looked favorable, and they loaded the 
otrer two boats with the ammunition and 
provisions and started for the snore. Wil- 
liam Levitt and Charles Barnett were de- 
tgiled to bring them back to the schooner. 
In the meantime the sailboat had returned 
and reperted that about three miles to the 
southward were six hundred troops, and 
on the northward two hundred more, and 
as there was only one pass into the interior 
it was necessary *o move quicker or they 
would be cut off. A few moments after the 
boats with the ammunition and provisions 
had left the schooner, the launch Mansa- 
jera hove in sight. Colonel Munson ordered 
the balance of his men into the boats and 
loaded them with ammunition and started 
for the land. Benjamin Gurk and another 
sailor were detailed tu return to the Com- 
petitor for the rest of the party. About 
the same time that Munzon left the schoon- 
er, the two small boats were seen to start 
for the Competitor, towing one behind the 
other, but before they had got vcry far 
from the land the Mansajera opened fire on 
the Competitor. The first shot fell about 
one mile wide, but at every discharge they 
came nearer, until finally they came so 
close that the water spattered over the 
schooner. 

There were on the vessel at this time Al- 
fredo Laborde, captain; William Gildea, 
mate; Orno Milton, special correspondent of 
The Times-Union; Dr. Blias Bedia, and 
Augustin’ Quesada, of Key West and Teo- 
dora Maza. Laborde and the mate tried to 
hoist the-American flag, but the halyards 
became fastened in the topsail, and then 
they fastened it on the foresail boom. 

‘“‘Munzon, in his haste to get away, left 
bering several Boxes of dynamite, and the 
firing was so rapid and the shots coming 
so close, that Laborde, Quesada and Gildea 
became alarmed and started to swim 
ashore. 
on board. Munzon and party had by this 
time reached the shore and were landing, 
and the Mansajera directed her guns on 
them, killing one of the horses which Cristo 
and his party had captured. The Mansa- 
jera came to anchor at the bar and dis- 
patched a small boat manned by five sail- 
ors to capture the men in the water. 

“Quesada had already disappeared, hav- 
ing undoubtedly been seized by a shark. La- 
borde states that he saw a large shark pass 
him and go toward Quesada. Two sailors 
rowed the boat, while the others kept up a 
constant fire, first at Laborde and then at 
Gildea. They fired forty or fifty shots at 
Laborde before they overtook him. Gildea, 
who is an excellent swimmer, was rapidly 
lessening the distance between himself and 
the land. Seeing this the Spaniards opened 
fire on him and finally overtook him about 
one hundred yards from shore. They re- 
curred to Laborde, who was in the act of 
sinking for the third time. ‘They took him 
in the boat, where he lay insensible for 
some time. Munzon, while the Spaniards 
were capturing Laborde and Gildea, had 
landed. Cristo had secured all the horses 
he could find and loaded them with amrmu- 
nition, 

“The two Spanish troops on shore had 
been notified and Were cn the march to cut 
them off from the mountain pass. Munzeu 
Was thereby compelled to abandon his pro- 
visions, thirty thousand rounds of ammuni- 
tion aml about thirty rifles, and started for 
the ass} His men carried one hundred and 
fifty Trifles and forty thousand rounds of 
ammunition, each man was armed with a 
rifle and revolver and a machete of the fin- 
est make. Benjamin Gurk, a Mormon from 
Dantzic, was one of the party. Levitt and 
Barnett reached shore just after Munzon 
had left, and not knowing the country wan- 
dered about until they were captured by 
Captain Ponzo. Although Levitt and Bar- 
nett were unarmed, Ponzo was decorated 
with a red cross in recognition of the brave 
capture. 

“After taking Laborde and Gildea the 
Spaniards returned to the Competitor and 
called on Milton and Maza to surrender, 
but fearing’ treachery compelled them to 
jump overboard before they would ap- 
proach the side of the schooner. The pris- 
oners were then tied with their arms be- 
hind them in a most barbarous manner, so 
that tn a few moments all were suffering 
the greatest agony. They were then car- 
ried to the Mansajera, which lay about one 
hundred yards off, and placed on the deck, 
and after several hours of intense suffering 
they were landed on the deck of Port Es- 
peranza, where a heavy guard was placed 
over them, and after a few hours more of 
agony their arms were loosened. 

“On the morning of the 27th, the day af- 
ter the capture, the Contramaestro, with 
several adjutants, came out to them and 
began tying their feet, telling them at the 
same time to prepare for death. Dr. Bedia 
was tied first. and commanded to kneel 
down and hold himself steady, so that the 
executioner*would make a clean cut. The 
doctor showed great bravery and a nerve 
of steel, smiling while the machete was be- 
ing waved over his head. This satisfied the 
guard and they left. The next day they 
took Laborde away from the rest of the 
prisoners, saying they were going to exe- 
cute him. They took him on board the 
schooner Cabello Marino, where they put 
what is called a Spanish windlass around 
his wrists, a bar of iron was placed between 
them and turned till the hands were al- 
most severed from the arms. A Spaniard 
stood by with paper and pencil, ready to 
take any statement he might make, but La- 
borde was made of different stuff, and took 
his punishment like a man. A month later 
his wrists are sore and his hands be- 
numbed.’’

This was, it 
is said, merely for the purpose of seeing 
that no contraband goods were taken 
aboard while the Laurada was getting a 
new supply of water and provisions. There 
have been many rumors regarding the ves- 
sel, her cargo. and the condition of her 
crew since she arrived here, but there is no 
real foundation for them. Competent au- 
thority states that the boat merely came 
here for provisions, and that she has now 
continued on her way to New York. 


Execution of Ortega. 

Key West, Fla., May 25.—Private advices 
received in this city Saturday night by the 
steamer Mascotte, report the execution of 
Manuel Martinez Ortega at the Cabana 
prison, on the morning of the 15th, charg- 
ed with rebelling against the Spanish gov- 
ernment, 

Ortega was a youth of eighteen years. He 
was taken out of his cell on the evening 
of the 14th, and the death sentence read 10 
him. He was then placed in a room called 
the chapel, where he remained unti} 7 
o’clock on the morning of the 15th, when 
he was led out ‘to his death. He was placed 
in a kneeling position, with his back to his 
executioners. The first volley failed to kill 
and the second was necessary. He met 
death smiling. 

On the 15th instant Francisco Boca Lan- 
dro, seventy-four years of age, and owner 
of a farm in the Guara district, and his 
three colored servants were put in the Ca- 
banas prison. Bocano Landro is charged 
with failing to obey Weyler’s orders for all 
loyal subjects to reside in fortified towns. 
Boca Landro is quite deaf, entirely crip- 
pled and almost blind. One of his servants 
was accused of knowing of the whereabouts 
of the insurgents and to compel him to talk 
they placed a rope around his head above 
his temples and twisted it until the scalp 
was cut all around the head. 


PROVIDING FOR THE DISTRICT. 


A Conference Wanted on Alcohol for 

the Arts. 
_ Washington, May 25.—Today’s session of 
the house, under the rules, was devoted 
to District of Columbia affairs. That 
calendar was soon cleared, however, and 
the remainder of the session was spent in 
committee of the whole’ considering the 
bill: to repeal that section of the present 
tariff law providing for a rebate on alcohol 
used in the arts and in mechanical com- 
pounds. 

Mr. Evans, of Kentucky, on behalf of 
the ways and means committee, offered 
an amendment providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of three senators and 
three representatives to consider the ques- 
tion relating to the use of alcohol in the 
arts and manufactures, free of tax and to 
report to the next session. of congress. In 
advocating the passage of the bill, Mr. 
Evans stated that the section had been 
found so faulty that no regulations could 
be framed by the treasury department—as 
the language of the section directed—that 
would protect the government and that 
the government stood to lose between 
$25,000 and $35,000 in claims every day since 
it was enacted. The repeal of the section 
was vigorously opposed by Messrs. Rus- 
‘sell and Hill, o1 Connecticut, on the ground 
that it would be a reversal of one of the 
principles of the republican party in the 
matter of protection—the latter giving no- 
tice that he would move to strike out the 
repeal clause and irsert instead the amend- 
ment for a committee of investigation. The 
bill was not disposed of when at 5 o’clock 
the committee rose and the house ad- 
journed, 

The repert.of elections committee No. 3, 
on the case of Martin, populist, vs. Lock- 
hart, democrat, from the sixth North 
Carolina district in favor of Martin, the 
contestant was presented and ordered 
printed. =e 


THE DEFICIENCY BILL UP. 


The Aggregate Was Increased While 
in the Senate. 

Washington, May 2.—The last of the 
general appropriation bills, the deficiency 
bill, engrossed the attention of the senate 
today. <As reported from the appropria- 
tions committee it covered items aggregat- 
ing $9,000,000, about twice the amount that 
it carried when it came over from the 
house. In its progress through the senate 
today, the aggregate was still further in- 
creased by the appropriation of over a 
million dollars for findings in the French 
spoliation claims; of over half a million 
dollars for findings of the court of claims 
under the Bowman act, and of $174,445 for 
the Chateau claim in building an iron 
steam battery in 1366. 

There appeared to be a purpose on 
the part of Mr. Butler to antagonize it 
with his own bill prohibiting the issue of 
United States bonds without the consent 
of congress, but he yielded to the appeal 
of Mr. Hale, to allow the deficiency bill to 
be disposed of so as to leave the way clear 
for the consideration of the bond Dill. 
Several propositions, requiring unanimous 
consent, were made to have a day and 
hour fixed for taking the vote on the bond 
bill and alli amendments thereto, but a 
very determined objection was made by 
Mr. Patmer, who declared that no unani- 
mous consent could be obtained for taking 
the vote on that bill. 

After having loaded the deficiency bill 
pretty heavily with private claims the bill 
was passed, and the senate at 6:20’0’clock 
adjourned till tomorrow. 


BLOODY AX—DESPERATE NEGRO. 


An Entire Family Chopped Up by an 
Ex-Convict. 

Washingten, May 25.—Police Inspector 
Hollinberger early this morning received 
a telegram from Gaithersburg, Md., twen- 
ty miles west of this city, requesting him 
to keep a lookout for a rather tall, tough- 
looking negro, who committed murder there 
about 4 o’clock this morning. 

A resident of Gaithersburg reporting the 
matter to the police, says that the house 
of R. L. Buxton, a white miller, was en- 
tered at an early hour this morning by a 
negro, and that Buxton, his wife and 
child were badly cut up with an ax. 

The man suspected is Grant Allen, who 
nine years ago was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for rape. He was released about 
a month ago and hae since been hanging 
around the village. Buxton was the prin- 
cipal witness against him? in the rape case 
and Allen at the time swore vengeance. 


CAPTAIN WIBORG SENTENCED. 


Chief Justice Fuller Affirmed the De- 
cision of the Pennsylvania Court. 


Washington, May 25.—In the supreme 
court of the United States today an 
opinion read by Chief Justice Fuller de- 
cided the case of Wiborg et al. against 
the United Siates, involving the Horsa 
Cuban expedition, affirming the judgment 
of the district court for Pennsylvania, 
sentencing Captain Wiborg to imprison- 
ment and fine for engaging in the expedi- 
tion, and reversing It as to Petersen and 
Johansen, the mates of the vessel. 

The ‘chief justrce said the arms and 
men carried by the Horsa constituted a 
military expedition within the meaning 
of the newrality laws. The individuals 
constituting the body need not be armed 
to come within the intent of the law. Al- 
thought the statute was a pemal one, said 
the justice, it -was to receive a reasonable 
construction, the same as that given to 
cther statutes governing domestic affairs. 
All the elements of a military expedition 
were present on the Horsa. The chief 
justice said that the evidence did not tend 
to show that the mates had such knowl- 
edge of the errand of the Horsa at the 
time the vessel left Philadeiph’a to war- 
rant the judgment against them and it 
Was reversed with instructions to give 
them a new trial. 

Mr. Justice Harlan dissented from the 
judgment.as to the defendant, Wiborg.

Conclude That They Will Defy 
Lay No Longer. 


THEY COME INTO SYLVANIA 


And Give Themselves Into the Sheriff's 
Keeping. 


HAVE BEEN CLOSELY PURSUED 


And It Is Thought They Were Afraid 
of the Detectives. 


THEY THINK THAT THEY GAN GET BOND 


And Have Been Consulting with Law- 
yers To Defend Them—The Out- 
laws Now in Screyen Jail. 


Sylvania, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)—The 
Zeigler boys are at last in jail. They sur- 
rendered to the sheriff, William Patricx. 
They drove into Sylvania tonight about 3 
o’clock, escorted by about a dozen of their 
relatives and friends, all of whom were 
well armed. For the first time in over 
seven months, the Zeigler boys themselves 
discarded their winchesters and came in 
unarmed... They are resting tonight in an 
upstairs oom of the new brick jail and 
probably feel more secure than they have 


in some time past. Several of their friends — 


have remained behind to stay at the jail 
through the night to assist Sheriff Patrick 
and his deputy, Ed Hughes, in case any- 
thing should happen, but there is no dan- 
ger. There is no disposition whatever on 


the part of anybody in the county to dis- - 


turb them. They all feel safistied and 


breathe easier now that the boys are in 


jail. 
Cause of the Trouble, 

The trouble which culminated in the 
surrender of the Zeiglers, started last fall. 
Sheriff Brooker, of Screven county, Was a 
democrat, while the fatheriof the Zeiglers 
was a prominent and-leading populist. “ne 
two men became involved in a political 
trouble and Sheriff Brooker killed Zeigler. 
Then the boys swore revenge, and a few 
days later they killed Sheriff Brooker, and 
have since defied arrest. In fact, but little 
effort has been made to arrest them, as 
they have many friends and political 


sympathizers. . 
The Zeigler boys will notgbe disturbed in 


prison either by their friends-or foes. They — 


do not have much to say. They hope to get 
bail before very long, but of course surren- 
dered to the sneriff unconditionally. 

It is the general opinion that the Zeiglers 
were driven to their surrender by Detective 
Frank Morris and his gang. The detec- 
tives have been after them for the past 
two or three weeks and have made it hot 
for them. For the first time since they 
killed Sheriff Brooker they have been on 


the run. Even row the weods out in the 


Zeigler neighborhood are infested with of- 
ficers of the law. Morris and his crowd 
came very near bagging their game and 
walking off with a thousand dollars, so 
they say, a week ago yesterday. They 
came within several hundred yards of the 
Zeigiers down near J. T. Walker’s, but lost 
the trail and have never been able, it 
seems, to get on it again. 
Zeiglers Employ Counsel. 

Two weeks ago an uncle of Sol and Corrie 
came to Sylvania and employed a leading 
law firm here, Messrs. Oliver & Overstreet, 
to defand them. It was their intention 


to surrender if they could get Judge Gam- 


ble to let them give bail. Application was 
made to the judge, but he refuse to treat 
with the Zeiglers at all while they were 


defying the law. He told them they must -- 


surrender to the cheriff befcre he could or 
would consider their application. 

In the meantime Morris and his crowd 
were watching every move to ¢heckmate 
the Zeiglers should an atte:apt be made to 
rush them into jail here. Morris thought 
he ought to have the reward, and there is 
no doubt he worked faithfully fr it. 

A day or so during court week he was 
in Sylvania with one of his right hand men 
guarding the passes, as it were, to nab 


the Zeiglers should they attempt to slip in’ 


and surrender to the sheriff; but in spite 
of it all Morris has been outgeneraled. 

It is due to the fact, however, that the 
Zeigiers have so many friends and sympa- 
thizers all over the county, and not to any 
lack of diugence or shrewdness on the part 
of the detectives. 


They Sent for the Sheriff. 3 
Your correspondent saw Sheriff Patrick 
at the jail tonight shortly after he came in 
with the Zeigiers. Fatrick is a genial, 
clever man and ig generally liked by demo- 
crats as well as his own party. In an in- 
terview he said the Zeigiers sent after 
him last night and said they were willing to 
surrender this afternoon. He went over 
toward their home and came upon them 
in the woods about 4 o'clock. This was 
They 
surrendered ‘to the sheriff and he took their 
guns from them. They ail then went over 
to the Zeigler home, where the bors washed 
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on to Sylvania with Patrick and their 
friends. The boys told the sheriff they 
would have surrendered before had they 
came upon an officer of the county, but 
they were afraid they might run upon the 
detectives if they started for Sylvania. 

One of the Morris crowd has been here 
since Saturday. He has been passing for 
a newspaper correspondent. He saw Depu- 
ty Sheriff Hughes leave here this morning 
ard seemed to suspect that their game 
was up, for he told a confidential friend 
that he believed the Zeiglers were going 
to give up. 

A number of prominent democrats here 
express themselves to the effect that Mor- 
ris has earned the reward that was offered 
for the arrest of the Zeiglers, for it was 
his work, they say, that forced their sur- 
render. Had they been left unmolested 
it is very doubtful if the Zeiglers would 
have put themselves into the hands of the 
law. 

What Sheriff Patrick Says. 

Sheriff Patrick says he intends to do his 
whole duty in the matter. He will keep 
the boys in jail, he says, and they will not 
go hence if he can prevent it, unless they 
gO out on bond. 

The proclamation of Governor Atkinson, 
two weeks ago, offering a reward of $250 
for the arrest and conviction of any one 
who should harbor or defend the Zeiglers 
in resisting the law, helped to solve the 
situation, throwing, as it did, a damper 
upon the most active friends and sympa- 
thizers of the two boys. 

The grand jury last week, upon the evi- 
dence furnished by Detective Morris, found 
a true bill against a prominent populist 
of this county, and a warm friend of the 
Zeigiers charging him with harboring 
them from arrest. 

Though there is a general feeling of re- 
lief over this termination of the notorious 
Zeigler case, no one feels so ntuch grati- 
fied as the widow of Sheriff Srooker, who 


lives in Sylvania, and who has felt since 


the killing of her husband, last October, 
that the county and state has not treated 
her right in allowing her husband’s death 
to go unavenged. 
Have Many Friends. 
The Zeiglers have many friends 
Sympathizers in the county among 


and 
their 


party, who claim that they have not had 


justice at the hands of the court and jus- 
tify them in the killing of Brooker. Their 
case will not be tried until next Novem- 
ber, unless a special term of the superior 
court should be held for the trial. 
Judge Gamble will hardly do this except 
at the instance of a large number of the 


people of the county.

DETECTIVE MORRIS HERE. 


He Came Up To Consult with the Gov- 
ernor About the Zeiglers. . 

Detective Morris, who has been hunting 
the Zieglers for a month or more, was in 
Atlanta yesterday. He says it is almost 
impossible to catch the outlaws, because 
it seemed that everybody in their commun'- 
ty was friendly to them. As soon as an 
officer arrived in that neighborhood the 
news was carried to the Ze'gler home out 
in the country and they took to the woods. 

Morris made two or more attempts to 
eatch the brothers. One day last week he 
slipped up to the house of the sweetheart 
of one of the brothers. The Zieglar ran 
out the back door, leaving behind his rifle, 
coat and hat. It was a close call, but the 
young man was a swift runner and was 
soon out of reach. 

The detective thought that the county 
officers were in league with the Zieglers 
and believed that they gave the tip as soon 
as a request wgs made for a warrant of 
any kind or for assistance. Morris had the 
nerve to try to take the men, but he could 
not get his hands on them. From what he 
said it is doubtful if a verdict could be ob- 
tained against them for killing the former 
sheriff if they should be brought to trial. 
The populists are practically all friends of 
the two brothers, and a great many of the 
other residents of the county appear to be 
unwilling to do anything against the boys. 
The Zieglers have been going armed all 
the time. They spend much of their time in 
the woods and they have a retreat in a 
convenient swamp. Morris went to the 
capitol yesterday to see the governor. Just 
what passed is unknown, but Morris told 
him that it was useless to expect an ar- 
rest to be made by fhe authorities of 
Screven. The detective said he would like 
to take some hounds down there one time 
and give the brothers a chase. He said that 

would run them to the swamp anyway, 
if he did not get them. He thought it was 
the plan of 'the Zieglers to keep out of the 
way of officers rather than stand and show 
fight. Morris admitted that it was he who 
Was reconnoitering in the neighborhood of 
the Zieglers under the guise of a telegraph 
lineman. He went up the poles aleng the 
Central railroad and pretended to be fixing 
the wires, but was in reality watching for 
the brothers.

special session of Talbot superior 
called to hear the case of Dr. W. L. Ryder, 
charged with the murder of Miss Sallie 
Emma Owen, on the evening of April &th, 
convened this morning at 10 o'clock. 

It will be shown from evidenc>? that Dr. 


‘Ryder had long been a suitor for the hand 


of Miss Owen, and that he often became 
very much incensed at her persistent refus- 
al to accept him. On Easter Sunday he and 
several others spent the day at ‘“‘The Elms,” 
the lovely home of the Owen family, in 
Talbot valley, ten miles north of Talbotton; 
that Dr. Ryder carried a pistol with him 
the day of that visit; that Miss Owen re- 
fused to walk to the fish pond with him and 
seemed afraid all day of being left alone 
with him; that he endeavored to persuade 
rer to come to Talbotton with him alone, 
and she refused to do so, unless accompa- 
ried by the rest of the party. They all 
came to town in the afternoon, however, 
she riding with Dr. Ryder. Miss Owen did 
not go to church at night, as she was con- 
valescing from measles. 
Assassination of Miss Owens. 

Hon. A. P. Persons cailed upon Miss 
Owen after tea and when Dr. Ryder ceturn- 
ed from church he called in at the home of 
Mr. John McCoy, where Miss Owen and her 
sister were stopping. Miss Owen at the 
time was sitting in the parlor, eniertaining 
Mr. Persons. Dr. Ryder called a few min- 
utes pleasantly and left. He went to his 
room, changed some of his clothing, took 
his shotgun, returned to the McCoy resi- 
dence, crept stealthily into the hall and to 
the parlor door, which was standing open, 
fired one shot at the head of the young 
lady and the next shot, through the smoke 
of the first discharge, at Mr. Persons. 

One shot of the load passed through Mr. 
Persons’s cheek, and the entire charge 
passed so close to his face that the mere 
concussion bruised and blackened it. 

Dr. Ryder immediately went out of the 
house, threw away his gun, went to his 
office, took a large dose of morphine, and 
then ran hurriedly down the street leading 
west. 

He was found at Persons’s pond in an 
insensible condition, with his throat badly 
gashed. 

The next day he had partially recovered 
from the effects of the morphine and on the 
second day thereafter, while his victim was 
being buried, he was secretely carried to 
Macon, and has since been confined in Bibb 
county jail. 

Proceedings of Court. 

Today, upon the convening of court, 
Judge Butt told the grand jury, that hav- 
ing been properly charged at last court, he 
only desired to state to them that they 
were called together to consider a viola- 
tion of criminal law; that a homicide had 
been committed in this county which it was 
their duty to investigate, and to please re- 
tire and enter upon the duty of considering 
such matters as would be presented to 
them. 

At 2:30 o’clock p.m. the grand jury 
brought in a bill, charging Dr. W. L. Ry- 
der with the murder of Miss Sallie Emma 
Owen. 

Immediately the counsel for the defense 
introduced a motion for a change of venue, 
and also introduced affidavits of physicians 
in Macon, showing that Ryder was too sick 
to be moved to Talbotton. Counsel of both 
sides waived the necessity of defendant's 
presence during the consideration of the 
motion and the counsel for the defense in- 
troduced affidavits from two parties in 
Macon—James A. Ryley, deputy sheriff of 
Bibb county, and R. J. Berkner—stating 
that they had been in Talbot county since 
Dr. Ryder’s arrest, and from the expres- 
sions of numbers of people whom they met, 
did not believe he could have a fair trial 


in this county. 
Affidavits were also read from Ryder’s 


three brothers, Rev. James T. Ryder, Dr. 
C. A. Ryder and Professor R. A. Ryder, 
to the effect that they did not believe 
their brother could have a fair trial in the 
county. A number of witnesses, residents 
of Talbot county, among them Mr. John 
H. Stinson, Sheriff B. A. Richards, Mr. 
Len Stinson, Deputy Sheriff T. P. Martin 
and (Mr. Will Smith. They all stated thatt 
at the time of the murder excitement ran

Mr. Z. Bickley, who has been a member 
of the Owen household for a period of 
twelve years or more and who naturally 
feels exceedingly bitter about the matter, 
stated that he believed the prisoner could 
have a fair trial in this county. 

Mr. G. H. Bsteds stated the believed the 
prisoner could have a fair trial. 

Counsel for the defense asked him if he 
believed the people would be satisfied if 
the jury were to aquit Dr. Ryder upon the 
plea of insanity. He replied: “I cannot 
answer that question. While a jury might 
be convinced, I Go not say the people 
would be. While a great many people 
wanted Ryder to have a trial, there were 
others who simply say he ought to be 
hanged.”’ 

The prosecution asked him if that feel- 
ing—meaning that he ought to be hung— 
was confined to Talbot county, and he 
replied: : 

‘No, I have met people from all parts 
of the state recently and they all say he 
ought to be hanged.” 

No Monkey Business. 

One “witness being asked by the defense 
what the people seemed to feel would be 
the result if delay was made in the trial, 
said: 

“They say they want Ryder to have a 
fair trial, but there must be no monkey 
business about it.’’ 

Judge Butt spoke quickly: 

“Who is that talking about 
business? There isn’t going to be 
monkeying about this affair.’’

The Two Families. 

In order to have your readers under- 
stand the absorbing interest felt by thou- 
sands of people in the trial of Dr. W. L. 
Ryder for the murder of Miss Sallie 
Iiamma Owens some little items of the 
family history of the parties to this ter- 
rible tragedy will be interesting. 

Dr. W. L. Ryder has been a citizen of 
Talbot county for several years. He was 
a very successful dentist and madé a 
great many friends; was generally con- 
sidered a generous, impulsive fellow, but 
one who put a great deal of interest into 
whatever he did and therefore as a busi- 
hess man he succeeded. 

Dr, Ryder was a son of Mr. William 
Ryder, an Englishman who, upon arrival 
in this county, first stopped at Darien, 
Ga., afterwards settling in Houston coun- 
ty, but subsequently moving into BLibb 
county, making his home at Walden. He 
Was an honored citizen of that section 
and numbered among his lifelong frends 
Hon. George Fagan, of Houston county, 
Mr. J. J. Linsey, of Walden, and Hons. 
A. O. Bacon, kK. E. Parke, W. A. Huff 
and many others of the most prominent 
citizens of Macon. ‘Mr. Ryder was acon- 
federate soldier and for @ long time a 
prisoner at Point Lookout. He organized 
a school and taught his fellow prisoners. 
Being made prison bookkeeper he was 
the last one liberated when the war was 
over. He was a prominent Mason and a 
Christian. Mrs. Ryder was Miss Sarah 
MeArthur. They had six boys and two 
girls. The oldest son, John, is a farmer 
near Waycross, Ga.; T. P. Ryder is work- 
ing for the Central railroad at Macon; 
Professor R. A. Ryder once taught school 
in Talbotton and married Miss Katie Gor- 
man, daughter of Mr. O. D. Gorman, and 
on his mother’s side second cousin to the 
voung ladv whom Dr. W. L. Ryder mur- 
dered, Professor Ryder is now teacher 
in the public schools of Columbus, Rev. 
James T. Ryder is a member of the South 
Yeorgia conference and is now stationed 
at Perry. Qne of the sisters married Mr. 
M. M McDoneld, of ‘Montezuma, Ga.; 
the other married Hon, Walter T. McAr- 
thur, a prominent man in Georgia for a 
number of years and one of Georgia’s 
noblest sons. 

Dr. W. L. Ryder is the youngest of this 
family of eight children, who, on the 18th 
of last November, assembled atthe old 
home at Walden to celebrate the golden 
wedding of theif honored and happy pa- 
rents. On that memorable occasion, when 
nearly 20¢ of the family and friends were 
assembled, no one dreamed that in less 
than one morith the aged father would be 
called away and that on the coming 
Easter the youngest son would commit 
the most terrible of all crimes by mur- 
dering a lovely woman. 

That Bloody Deed. 

On the night of the 6th of April last Dr. 
W. L. Ryder murdered Miss Sallie Emma 
Owen, of Talbotton, presumably because 
she had refused to marry him. It Was an 
ideal Easter night. The profundity of 
peace lay over the quiet town. Holy bells 
had scarcely ceased their silver 
when the assassin stole. through tht 
mconlit, flower-bordered streets. The tiger 
spirit of murder possessed him. He 
skulked in the shadows and dodged be- 
hind the trees to avoid the people coming 
home from church. Chitching his mur- 
derous weapon he crept then into the. 
shadowy hall, up to the parlor door, and 
taking aim from behind, fired upon his un- 
suspecting victim, just as a hunter stalks 
his game. 3 

Sketch of the Slain. 

Miss Sallie mma Owen was the eldest 
daughter of Mr. Daniel G. Owen, of Tal- 
bot county, and was the acknowledged 


belle of this favored section. Her beauty 
of form and feature was only -excelled by 
her beauty of character. She was a 
graduate of Wesleyan college, at Macon, 
and was accomplished in all the ways of 
grand southern womanhood. 

Miss Owen’s father was a man whose 
example in both character and business 
left its «mark upon his section. As. a 
farmer he was uniformly progressive and 
successful. He was upright and true in 
all things and always believed there was 
a right and wrong side to all questions 
and that a compromise was disgraceful. 
These ‘principles he endeavored to fix 
upon the minds of all around him. 

The Owen family has long been one of 
the most honored in Georgia and has 
many connections among the most promi- 
nent families in the south. Mrs. Owen 
was a (Miss Read, daughter of Colonel 
Hiram ‘Read, of Auburn, Ala., and sister 
of Dr. A. H. Read, of Opelika. This 
‘family is also connected by blood and 
marriage with many of the best families 
of the south. 

These facts make the interest in this 
tragedy and trial greater than it would 
otherwise be and the feeling is growing 
stronger every day. The citizens of Tal- 
bot county are law-abiding people and 
propose to stand by the court and its 
officers in the discharge of their duty. 
They believe in the majesty of the law 
and believe that there are good citizens 
enough in this county to do justice in this 
as well as in all other cases. 

Able counsel is emploved on both sides 
and the greatest legal fieht ever seen in 
this court bezan today, when the special 
term of court called to hear this case was 
opened. 

Where She Was Reared. 

Miss Owen reigned a queen. At home 
she was the central sun of her small do- 
mestic worid. Especially was, her father’s 
devotion to her the subject of remark and 
their charming ancestral home, “The 
Elms,” in its stately beauty and complete- 
ness, is more than all else a monument of 
his love for her. Pine mountain cute off 
the north winds from the roses at “The 
Elms,”’ and on either side stretch the green 
slopes of Talbot valley.

Owen. He was always a tender friend 
to the widowed and the fatherless. He wus 
a bulwark of strength in the church and 
a continual source of inspiration to the 
young men about him. In his last long 
iliness hundreds from almost all walks 
in life eame to see him. ~ From distant 
states and cities, from contiguous counties, 
blacks and whites, high and lowly, all 
came to speak a word cf love and shake 
the hand of this truly great, because truly 
good, man. The house was open day and 
night; new horses filled the stables day 
efter day. 

Never in the history of this county has 
such a tribute been paid to a private citi- 
zen. During these last dark days that 
lengthened into months Sallie Emma was 
the angel of the nousehold. Gentle as a 
dove, but of superb self-reliance, she as- 
sumed her father’s cares and managed his 
business with astonishing strength and 
vigcr. In dying, he bequeathed to her care 
her mother and younger sister. ‘“‘Satlie 
Emme can wanage for you,” were among 
his last, loving words. So into her small 
white hands came the charge of large do- 
mestic interests and on her young shoul- 
ders fell her father’s spiritual mantle. Her 
pure heart believed in God and she loved 
all holy things; but for the dear sake 
of this idolized father she now took greater 
hold upon affairs cf the church than ever 
before. In the little white wayside church, 
in sight of her home, she became the ani- 
mating figure. At each service she played 
the organ and her tender; bell-like voice 
led all the rest. 

Touching Scenes at the Funeral. 

The day she was buried was a notable 
one in the records of this little church— 
the church that her father had helped his 
neighbors to build, and the church where 
he always worshiped. An immense crowd 
gathered. From the highways and byways 
came every kind of vehicle, and along the 
paths winding. through the violet-haunted 
hollaws and across the bare red hills came 
even the negroes, their black faces wet 
with tears, their litth ones tugging at 


their skirts; all hurrying to see‘the last of 
which, by the 


one sWeet young life 
breadth, depth and infinity of its loving 
nature, had made friends of all things. 


And yet "For no cause—in the very frenzy 
of wantonness and wickedness—by the red 
hand of murder, she was thrust from the 
world’s interests—from its hopes, its inspi- 
rations, its victories, into the instantaneous, 
absolute silence of death.’”’ In the parlor 
of her frierids, radiant in her girlish love- 
liness, she stood one moment, just about to 
speak, with a smile on her red mouth and 
her laughing eyes lifted; the next came 
the demoniac hiss of the assassin’s shot 
and a dead girl lay there bathed in blood. 

Over that awful scene, the reverberating 
din of the gunshots, the wreathing smoke 
about the bleeding form, the young sister’s 
despair as she knelt above her dead, s0 
cruelly destroyed—we draw. the veil. 

The murderer fled. A hundred amazed 
faces soon gathered about the stricken 
ones. Evervwhere was blood, the bright, 
warm, accusing blood, of the most popular 
woman in the county. The assassin did his 
work well Every drop of bvlood drained 
from the heart of his victim, but it Was 
in frightful evidence everywhere--on the 
carpet, chairs, pictures—everywhere. With 
what pitiful insistence it flowed about the 
floor until to the horrified eves looking on 
it seenred to creep out of the door, into 
the street, on to the courthouse near by, 
into the great iron sate where the statute 
books are, and there write its fearful pro- 
test. 
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ROME’S BONDS. 


The New York Parties Informed That 
Ford Was Not the City’s Agent. 
Rome, Ga, May 25.—(Special.)—The mat- 

ter of the recent issue of the Rome bonus 

is causing some talk in Rome today. 

Mr. Wright referred to the city coun- 
cil today a telegram received from the 
New York Life Insurance Company to Mr. 
B. I. Hughes, stating that the company 
had received a telegram from Mr. I. D, 
Ford to the effect that the city of Rome 
had no authority to isstie gold bonds. 

It develops that Colonel Ford is in no way 
connected with the city government, and 
the city council, by resolution, instructed 
the city attorney to wire to New York 
that Colonel Fard had no right to speak 
for the city governmert of Rome, as he 
had no connection whatever with the mu- 
nicipal governmert. : 

The trouble arose from the fact that the 
former gentleman was conmected with 
one bank and the latter with another, and 
there seems to have been some rivalry 
between the two as to which should. place 
the bonds. The New York Life had offered 
to take the whole issue of bonds at a very 
low per cent on a gold basis, and this has 
given rise to the trouble. The matter, aiter 
heing explained, has been satisfactorily ad- 
justed.

SHE SCREAMED FOR HELP

Her Neighbors Rushed to Her Rescue 
and the Fellow Filed. 


THE OFFICERS AFTERWARDS ARREST HIM 


He Is Carried Before Mrs. Bass and 
She Identifies Him-—His Trial 
Set for Monday Next.

Americus, Ga., 
most intense excitement prevails here over 
an assault made this morning by a burly 
negro upon the person of Mrs. Jacob Bass, 
an estimable lady living on Cotton avenue, 
almost in the heart of the city. 

Mrs. Bass was in her backyard milking 
the cow, shortly before 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when a negro man, who was conceal- 
ed beneath the kitchen, seized her by the 
throat and shoulders and attempted to pull 
her down. With courage born of despera- 
gtion, Mrs. Bass fought the black fiend, 
screaming for help all the time. Neighbors 
rushed to the rescue and the negro fled. 

The alarm spread with the rapidity of 
lightning, and in five minutes the town was 
in a fever of excitement. Scores of citi- 
zens, armed with shotguns and winches- 
ters, went with the police in search of the 
fiend. Mr. Bass and a brother accémpanied 
the posse, and had they been present at 
the capture the county would have been 
saved the expense of a trial. A description 
of the negro was obtained from Mrs. Lass 
and thre2 others who saw him running from 
the yard and at ‘cnce the police struck 
upon a successful trail. 

Arrest of Jefferson. 

While the hunt was in progress hundreds 
of people gathered about police héadquar- 
ters and discussed the attempted outrage, 
The crowd was an orderly one, however, 
and few, if any, threats of lynching were 
made. . | 

Shortly before 11 o'clock Chief of Police 
Wheeler, with Officer Feagin, arrested Bill 
Jefferson at his home on Hinkle street. 


Fully Identified. 

He was brought to the city hall, where 
Mrs. Bass waited to identify him. The 
moment her eyes rested upon him the lady 
declared him the man who assaulted her. 
Time and again she repeated the accusa- 
tion, leaving no doubt upon the minds of 
the officers as to his guilt. 

One or two other witnesses were positive 
in their identification. On the back of the 
negro’s coat were a lot of ccbwebs, which 
the police think were scraped from the 
sills of the kitchen under which he had 
been concealed. 

Jefferson stoutly denies the crime. He 
is a bad negro, having recently returned 
here from the mines, where he served a 
term of twenty years for a similar offense 
committed here. His father outraged a 


white woman years ago, and when arrested 
was shot into doll rags by the husband 
of his victim within the shadow of the 
eourthouse. 

Jefferson was carried to jail this morning 
under guard of seven armed officers, and 
is secure itn a steel cage. The grand jury 
is now in session and his case will be in- 
vestigated immediately. 

A Speedy Trial. 

The regular May term of Sumter su- 
perior court convened today. About the 
first work of the grand jury was to find 
an indictment against Bill Jefferson, who 
this morning attempted a crimtnal assault 
against Mrs. Jacob Bass, of this city. 

Usually the criminal docket is not taken 
up until the fourth week of the session, 
but to give the negro a speedy trial Judge 
Fish will call the case Monday next. Able 
counsel has been appointed for his de- 
fense. There have been threats of lynch- 
ing during the day, but in view of the 
speedy trial the prisoner will hot be mo- 
lested tonight. 


‘RICH “FINDS” OF GOLD. 


Fine Specimens of Ore Brought to 
Chattanooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 25.—(Special.)— 
The recent rich finds of gold in Heflin, 
Ala., Villa Rica, Ga., and other points in 
this vicinity have caused numerous pros- 
pectors to enter the field and several 
‘“‘finds’”’ have been reported, but none to 
which any great significance was attach- 
ed until yesterday, when it became known 
that a local assayist had been working 
on specimens brought in by parties, who 
said they obtained them from d point 
about twenty miles southwest of this city. 
The assayist, Mr. Smith, reports that all 
three of the specimens assayed by him 
contain gold in paying quantities, and one 
of the specimfens is exceptionally rich. 
The classification showed No. 1 to yield 
123 grains of gold to the ton of ore; No. 2, 
29.5 grains to the ton, and No. 3 yields 
241144 grains to the ton. No. 1 is easily 
reduced and free from pyrites. In Nos. 
2 and 3 the gold is associated with other 
metals, costing more to reduce. 

The lands on which these veins of quartz 
are said to be located, according to the 
finder’s statement, are in litigation, and a 
case in court is now in progress that will 
clear the title. It is apparent at once 
that such information, if correct, will 
easily point out the locality, as there are 
not many such cases in the courts in this 
section. Twenty miles southwest from 
Chattanooga is part of the territory where 
the gold was found in paying quantities 
many years ago. It is the region where 
the limestone and granite are in conjunc- 
tion and, therefore, in the territory where 
the precious metals are frequently found. 
The find has occasioned no little excite- 


ment. 


WAS PROBABLY LYNCHED. 


A Negro Assaults a Young Lady Near 
Esom Hill. 

Anniston, Ala., May 25.—(Special.)—News 
comes from Esom Hill, a thriving farming 
community just over the Georgia line, 
about forty miles northeast of this city, 
that an unknown negro assaulted the thir- 
teen year old daughter of James Price, a 
prominent citizen, late in the afternoon 
and bruised and mangled her in a horrible 
manner. The little girl was on her way 
home from a visit to a friend and it was 
almost dark when she reached a thicket 
near her home. Here the negro met her. 
the girl screamed and the negro was finally 
frightened away, but not before” his in- 
tended victim had been injured. The negro 
was a stranger in the community, but the 
girl and others who saw him running away 
gave such clear descriptions of him that he 
can hardly escape. 

Infuriated farmers quickly formed them- 
selves into bands to pursue the negro and 
while nothing has been heard from Esom 
Hill recently it is possible that the fiend 
has been captured already and given the 


punishment usually meted out to his kind. 
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Another Version of the Joint Debate 
Between Moses and Adamson. 

LaGrange, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)—A gen- 
tleman who was presert at the joint de- 
bate between Judge Adamson and Mr. 
Moses at Walnut Hill says the report from 
Newnan, published in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution, does but scant justice to the con- 
gressman’s resources as a trader and Adam- 
son’s withering reply to his proposition. He 
first proposed that the and Adamson agree 
that the one receiving the noxt highest vote 


’ would be second choice of the county and 


pleaded manfully that if Judge Adamson 
carried the county that the delegates might 
vote for Moses as second choice. He next 
proposed that which ever lost Heard should 
withdraw from the race, and that his coun- 
ty should vote for the pther candidate. 

Judge Adamson did not decline either 
proposition, but refused to consider them 
at all He disclaimed ability or inclination 
to trade off Carroll’s vote and denied CoL 
Moses’s power to deliver Coweta or pre- 
vent its vote from coming to Adamson as 
second choice. As to Heard county no 
candidate was worthy of ther vote who 
would make it the subject of a bargain. 
He had nothing to do with her second 
choice, and no trade or dictation. to make. 
She was her own mistress and cOmld do as 
she pleased. He should not attend the con- 
vention nor attempt to control her dele- 
gates. He refused to entertain any propo- 
sition to bargain in the franchises of his 
fellow citizens or barter as to the action 
of a sovereign people. 

He then reviewed the many trades made 
and attempted by the congressman during 
his career, as shown by his own circular, 
and in sarcasm portrayed him as the only 
trickster and trader in the race. The de- 
bate was a crusher for the congressman 
and he declined to ask any further division 
of time and drove away from Adamson’s 
next appointment just as the speaking be- 
gan.

It’s Silver Sure. 

From The Chattanooga News. 
The most sanguine friends of the single 
standard must admit that the odds are 


they or the silver men will control the 
Chicago convention. , 

Every development of the last week has 
been favorable to silver except the un- 
expected action of South. Dakota’s con- 
vention. That action was as unexpected 
to the gold as to the silver prognosticators, 
who were not on the inside of the coun- 
sels of the administration wire-pullers. 

It was a repetition of the Michigan tac- 
tics, only it was mot so hard to accom- 
plish and is not one-fifth as important. 
It was nothing more nor less than the 
triumrph of the office holders and the cor- 
porations over the majority of the demo- 
cratic party. Really, however, the party 
in South Dakota has dwindled under 
Cleveland's administration until it occu- 
pies third place amrong the political or- 
ganizations of the state. Both the re- 
publicans and the populists are stronger 
than itis. It seems to have been an easy 
matter for the administration and the 
money power to override the dejected 
remnant of a once vigorous organization. 

The same will probably be the case in 
Nevada, “‘the mining camp of the mining 
camps.”’ So it seems that the ‘rotten 
burroughs”’’ which the goldites are fond 
of charging with the responsibility for the 
free coinage agitation are really manipu- 
lated by the single gold standard schem- 
ers. They will hereafter be com*pelled 
to change the venue of the indictment 
against the instigators of monetary -re- 
form. 

South Dakota and Nevada combined, 
however, only have fourteen votes in the 
Chicago convention, and their influence 
will armount to nothing. If silver wins 
it will be by a much larger majority than 
this. 

While the office ‘holders and the bankers 
have been throttling the silver sentiment 
in these obscure corners, the free coinage 
cause has been sweeping the democracy 
of the great states of the central west 
with a power and enthusiasm which its 
best friends had never hoped for it. | 

Iowa sends a solid silver delegation, and 
Indiana wil! follow suit beyond a doubt. 
In Illinois, Comptroller Eckels has aban- 
doned the fight after spending several 
days trying to stem the free silver tide. 
In Ohio two-thirds of the delegates at 
least will be instructed for the white 
metal. In Kentucky the best judges of 
the situation are confident that the gold 
men stand no show whatever. 

These are the states which both sides 
have conceded to be the pivotal territory. 
They are the states which will turn the 
scale in the electoral college. 

The chances, therefore, are that free 
coinage men will not only control the 
convention at Chicago, but that they will 
sweep the nation at the polls next Novenr

“Poor John had been caught by one of 
Whitney's wine suppers, and had evidently 
undertaken the task of delivering Illinois 
to him, But he could not deliver the 
goods. That was evident to me. I told 
Governor Altgeld and he merely replied: 

‘“*Let him run with the other boys, but 
keep your eye cn him. Service well per- 
fcrmed should be noticed, so don’t let him 
get out of your sight.’ 

“When it was told that $250,000 had been 
subscribed, to run the gold campaign we 
knew that John was gone—we felt it in 
our very bones. 

Eckels’s Financial Ability. 

“The campaign through which we have 
gone presented the singular revelation of a 
powerful administration with unlimited 
money at command being unable almost to 
carry a county, while the people arose for 
the other side without the use of money. 
Kivery federim appointes was rushed back 
home, but all to no purpose. The most 
offensive of this class was J. H. Eckeis, 
who had been picked up and made comp- 
troller of the treasury. He was glcriously 
whipped »ut of the LaSalle county conven- 
tion by Attorney General Tom Moloney, 
Moloney, who has an exceedingly rich 
Irish brogue, told a story illustrating Eck- 
els’s financial knowledge. 

‘***Is it an expert on foinance that he 
claims to be? Sure its nothing he knows 
about it, as I can prove. One day Jimmy 
Eckels comes up to me and says: ‘Mr. 
Moloney?’ ‘Phwat is it you want, Jimmy”? 
‘Sure it’s a note I have, Mr. Mojoney, an’ 
me name is stuck to it, but the man in the 
bank won’t pay it until I get another name 
on it. That’s what I wants you to do.’ 
‘An’ will ye pay when it’s due?’ I asks. 
‘That I will,’ says he, and signed it. 
Sure, when it come due he left me to pay 
it, he knew so little about foinance.’ 
Loud laughter greeted this story, as it 
illustrated how even great government of- 
ficials get short sometimes, 

“During the campaign we favored at all 
points the broadest expression of opinion, 
As an instance we had the ticket in Peoria 
read: ‘For gold,’ and ‘For silver,’ so as-to 
make the issue plain, Ihe gold men in- 
sisted upon having the tickets read ‘For 
silver,’ and ‘Against silver.’ Even that 
way they were voted down three to one. 

“But it’s ef over now,” said Mr. Hin- 
richson, “‘urntil the state convention comes 
together. Every step taken has been for- 
tified, so-hat the promised bolt can amount | 
to nothing.”’ 

For the People, Not the Plutocrats. 
Governor Altgeld says as a pariing shot: 
“There is not room enough in this coun- 

try for two parties belonging to rich men. 

The republican party has that right pre- 

empted, and if the democratic party wants 

to live, it must live for the people and not 
for the plutocrats.” 
Secretary Nelson Talks. 

A ready talker was found in Secretary 
Theodore Nelson, of the state central com- 
mittee. He was found at headquarters 
reading over reports. 

“Yes,” said he when called upon, ‘“‘the 
democrats up this way are fully informed 
about the great work of The Constitution 
in. upholding the cause of the people. We 
have a democratic paper here,”’ said he, 
referring to The Chronicle, “which is 
fighting the party harder than even the 
republican newspapers. I have reports of 
the election of over 400 delegates outside 
of Chicago and but little over half a dozen 
of them are gold standard men. Illinois 
has passed out of doubt, and will help to 
name the next president.” 

‘And will Illinois furnish him?’ 

“That is hard to answer,” he replied. 
“Morrison is really a bimetafiist, but he 
has held off from expressing his views so 
long that it is probably too late for him 
to do anything now. He had a lot of fool 
friends who felt called upon to furnish 
sound money opinions for him to the press. 
He has lately had occasion to silence these 
superserviceable friends, and to impress 
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upon them that he can,do his own talking 
when the time comes. Governor Boies has 


‘put himself forward here by the straight- 


forward platform which he had passed 
through his state convention. A number of 
elected delegates to the Peoria convention 
are instructed for Bland.” 
Nothing in the Bolt. » 

“What about the proposed bolt?’ 

“There is nothing in it whatever. These 
people have no constituencies. Almost all 
the United States officers have succeeded 
in losing their homre counties. Even Sena- 
tor Palmer, who is looked upon by some 
as invincible, went down to his home | 
county, delivered a gold speech, and the 
county declared for free silver without 
awaiting his disappearance from the hall. 
Now when such men as these talk about. 
bolting, what do they carry off with them? 
If they had any hold upon them, they 
should have been able to carry them orig- 
inally. Senator Palmer is a back number 
anyhow,’’ said Mr. Nelson, musingly. “He 
was elected to the senate six years ago, 
after a campaign in which he appealed 
all the way through to the men in the 
furrows, with all that that implies. There 
was a prolonged struggle, the balance of 
power being held by two populists. A 
democratic menrber had prepared a resolu- 
tion calling for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. It Was suggested to him 
that as General Palmer was our candidate 
for the senate, he should have the 
opportunity of passing upon its text. He 
did so, approved it with great volubility, 
and it was passed as the pledge of him- 
self and his party to the two populists. He 
afterwards, in a private manner, satisfied 
these two members that he was a good 
enough populist for them, and thus receiv- 
ed their votes, by which he became United 
States senator. His course’ since in 
abandoning his people and crawling to Mr. 
Cleveland is well enough understood here. 
He has a scn, John Mayo Palmer, whom 
he is anxious that Mr. Cleveland should 
take care of in some suitable manner. Thus 
far the son has remained out in the cold, 
and appearances now indicate that he will 


continue to do so.”

HAD A BUSY DAY. 


The Presbyterians, in Memphis, Dis- 
cuss Many Live Topics. 

Memphis, Tenn., May 25.—This morning 
business at the general assembly began in 
earnest. The opening religious exercises 
were conducted by Rev. I. N. Naff, of Vir- 
ginia, the oldest commissioner present, The 
moderator in a graceful speech reminded 
the assembly of the parliamentary rules of 
order, which he promised should be strictly 
enforced. 

A proposition to dispense with this af- 
ternoon’s session met with considerable op- 
position, but was adopted. Several reports 
and overtures. were then read and referred. 

Dr. Vass, chaplain of the University of 
Virginia, rendered a report on theological 
seminaries. It commended the progress 
made and approved the election of Dr. 
Strickler and Dr. Hall to chairs in Union 
and Columbia seminaries. 

Dr. Burkitt’s report from foreign cor- 
respondents committee recommended $159, 
instead of $480, as the annual appropria- 
tion for the Pan-Presbyterian Alliance. It 
was hotly debated by Doctors Woodrow, 
Vance, Hemphill and others, probably the 
best speech of this hot debate being made 
by Hon. W. M. Cox, a member of the Mis- 
Sissippi legislature from Prestiss county, 
who opposed any decrease in the appropria- 
tion. It was finally settled that the dele- 
gates appointed last year to atiend the 
coming Glasgow meeting of the alliance 
should ask for an investigation of the basis 
of representation and assessments, 

The chaplain of the New Orleans sea- 
men’s bethel, Rev. R. E. Steele, addressed 
the assembly on the subject of work among 
the seamen. He spoke of the good work 
being done at Mobile, Charleston, Savan- 
nah, Norfolk and other southern ports, as 
well as at New Orleans. His remarks 
were brief and received ¢lose attention. A 
special committee will be appointed to make 
a report on this subject. The moderator 
appointed Rev. P. F. Brown and Elder E, 
S. Upton a committee on the bethel ad- 


‘dress. 


The committee on bills and overtures, 
through the chairman, Dr. Hemphill,report- 
ed in regard to the overtures from the pres- 
bytery of Memphis, asking that regular re- 
ports be ordered from the churches regard- 
ing their Westminster leagues and that the 
committee on publication be ordered to 
furnish suitable blanks for this purpose; 
that the committee recommend that the pe- 
tition be granted. Adopted. 

Dr. Hemphill further reported that his 
committee recommended that the overture 
from thé same presbytery, asking interpre- 
tation as to whether it be lawful to elect as 
commissioner to the general assembly a 
ruling elder in active service in a church 
under its durisdiction, who is not a member 
of the aes at the time of election, be 
answered thus: 

“That it is competent for a presbytery 
to choose as their commissioners to the 
general assembly any ruling elder under 
its jurisdiction.’’ Adopted. . 

The committee on Dills and overtures 
further réported as to the overtures from 
the presbytery of South Carolina 
asking smendments to the form of 
government, that the assembly decline to 
send down to the presbyteries the proposed 
amendments to the book of church order. 
Adopted. 

The committee further reported as to the 
overtures of the presbytery of Wilmington, 
asking the assembly to so amend the cuon- 
stitution as to make it possible’ for two or 
more weak churches to combine under one 
pastoral government, that they were una- 
ble to frame an amendment to meet the 
case which would not be an infringement 
upon the inherent rights of the congrega- 
tions. The negative power of the commit- 
tee was adopted. 

Several overtures of minor importance 
were then disposed of without debate. As 
to the overture from the presbytery of 
South Alabama, asking the assembly to 
state whether the government of the tem- 
poral affairs of the church inheres to the 
deacons of the church by virtue of their 
ordination, or by special act of the church 
session, the committee recommended that 
an answer be sent saying that the adminis- 
tration of the temporal affairs of the 
church does not inhere to the deacons by 
virtue of their ordination, but may proper- 
ly be committed to them. The object of this 
overture was to ascertain whether in the 
opinion of the assembly the deaconate re- 
ceived its authority over the temporal af- 
fairs of the church from the session, or be- , 
cause of ordination. Dr. Parig suggested 
the defining of what was meant by temporal 
affairs as an amendment to the motion 
which had been made to adopt the commit- 
tee’s report. There was some debate and 
upon the vote the amendment was lost. 

Dr. Woodrow offered a substitute for Dr. 
Hemphill’s answer to the overture and this 
precipitated a lively little three-corned fight 
between Dr. Hemphill, Dr. Woodrow and 
Dr. L. C. Vass, in the course of which 
there were two threatened appeals from the 
moderator’s decision, neither of which, 
however, could get a second. 

There was evident a little disposition to 
take advantage of the extreme affability of 
Moderator Mallard, but when he realized 
that the house was getting into a hopeless

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tangle through this debate on points of 
order he brought his strong common sense 
to bear, brushing away all the quibbles and 
summarily choking off further debate. Dr. 
Woodrow’s substitute was lost and the re- 
port of the committce was adopted. It is 
understood, however, that this is not the 
end of the matter, as one of the elders, Mr. 
Dean, of Opelika, Ala., says he will move 
for the appointment of a special committee 
to whom this matter may be referred and 
an amendment to the book prepared to be 
sent to the presbyteries for their @pproval. 

After some unimportant announcements 
the assembly took recess at 12:30 until 8 
p. m. 
The Eevening Session. 

The mass meeting in favor of foreign 
missions was called to order promptly at 
§ o’clock by Moderator Mallard, who an- 
nounced some changes in the committees. 
Owing to the departure of some of the 
commissioners Rev. Dr. Fair, of Rich- 
mond, Va., led in prayer. The first 
speaker was Rev. J. P. Smith, D.D., who 
spoke feelingly df the missionaries who 
have died during the year. Dr. Smith is 
chairman of the standing committee on 
foreign missions and was in charge of the 
mreeting. The next speaker was Rev. John 
L. Stuart, a missionary from China, who 
described the work in that land. The mis- 
sion was inaugurated in 1867. It now has 
eleven stations, fifty-six missionaries and 
235 converts. His address was very in- 
teresting. He was followed by Rev. H. P. 
Price, of Japan, who spoke gratefully of 
the kind treatment he and the other mis- 
sionaries have always received from the 
Japanese government and people. There. 
are now 364 protestant churches in Japan, 
of these seventy-five are Presbyterians, 
with seventy-nine ordained ministers and 
11,000 members. The influence of Chris- 
tianity is wonderful in that country. In 
the first parliament of Japan there were 
thirteen Christians, of whom a Presby- 
terian was chosen speaker. At the con- 
elusion of Mr. Price’s address short talks 
were made by Director Chester and 
others. ‘Much interest was manifested in 
this branch of the church’s work and 
the closest attention was paid to each 


speaker. 


CUMBERLAND PRESBYTERIANS. 


The Only Session of the Day Given to 
Committee Reports. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 25.—There was no 
morning session of the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian general assembly today, in order 
to give the committee time to work. 

In the afternoon session the question of 
orphans’ home came up and after discus- 
sion was referred to the committee. The 
committee on Christian Endeavor reported, 
urging new interest, the holding of presby- 
terian and synodical rallies, the further- 
ance of denominational loyalty and inter- 
deacminational fellowship; the imme- 
diate completion of the Endeavor church 
at Portland, Ore., and the publication of 
Endeavor literature, 

A. permanent committee on Christian En- 
deavor was named, consisting of one mem- 
ber from each synod. The committee on ju- 
diciary submitted report N'o, 1, concerning 
the legality of the formation of Seattie 
presbytery. The question was referred to 
the synod, which body is the proper one to 
pass on it and before which the question 
has not yet come. Report No. 2 of the 
same committee dealt with the memorial 
of Pittsburg presbytery, asking that the 
synods. be made a court of final appeal in 
cases not involving the doctrine or consti- 
tution of the church. The report recom- 
mended that such action be not taken, as 
it would involve considerable change in the 
church’s practice and require a constitu- 
tional amendment. A prolonged debate en- 
sued. A vote had not been reached when 
the assembly adjourned at 5:30 p. m. 


THE CLEVELAND METHODISTS. 


Only Four More Days for Work—The 
New Bishop. 

Cleveland, O., May 25.—Only four days 
remain ‘of the sessicn of the general con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal church 
and the delegates are determined to make 
as good use of tre time as possible. To 
that end a regolution was adopted this 
morning limiting all speeches to five min- 
utes. 

Very few of the mary important matters 
now incorporated in committee reports will 
be passed upon by this session. Only the 
reports which tnust be acted upon in or- 
der to insure the progress of the church 
during the coming four years will be cor- 
sidered. 

The followirg were approved as trustees 
of the new American university at Wash- 
ington:

boro, O. 

It was decided to hold two sessions of

Colonel Fred Grant received an enthusi- 
astic reception when he was introduced to 
the conference by Bishop Foss. 

Bishop Barnett, of the African Methods 
ist church, and southern manager of Major 
McKinley’s campaign, was presented to the 
conference. 

The long deferred fight between the lay | 
and ministerial delegates ‘came up when 
the committee on constitution reported the 
new constitution. The majority report 
wanted a referendum to be compcsed only 
of the ministers, while the minority report 
demanded that the lay members be given | 
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a voice in the referendum. Dr. A. J. Kin- 
nett, of Philadelphia, made a strong argu- 
ment in favor of lay representation, E. 
Swarthout, of Michigan, declared that the 
report of the constitutional committee was 
a failure. 

“What the Methodist church needs 
most,’”’ ne said, “is a judiciary that shall 
decide judicial questions only, and keep 
its hands off legislative questions. What a 
miserable farce was the consideration of 
the woman question by this body! We first 
considered the question as a judicial one 
and then compromised it by virtue of our 
legislative power. That kind of work 
makes our conference ridiculous. I am op- 
posed tio the report because it gives us noth- 
ing new.” 

A motion was made to amend the report 
of the committee on constitution so that 


the lay delegates to the general confer-' 


ence should be elected by the people of 
the church imstead of at the quarteriy 
conference. It was received with tremen- 
dous applause by the laymen, An attempt 
to table the amendment was defeated. 

William M. Swindells: “Let us give to 
the laity of the church this increased re- 
sponsibility and it will be best for them 
and best for the church.” 

General Ruskin said that he heartily fa- 
vored the amendment, but he believed that 
it should not be adopted now. It would 
imperil the adoption of the constitution. 
The amendment was defeated by a vote of 
189 to 1%.” 

The committe2 on Epworth Teague rec- 
ommendcd that certain members of the 
board of control be appointed by the gen- 
eral conference instead of by the repre- 
sentatives of the league. Several delegates 
denounced the report as taking the last 
vestige of authority from the league mem- 
bers in the control of its own organization, 
The report was adopted. 

Dr. Joseph C. Hartzell, of Louisiana, 
the new hishon to Africa, was elected on 
the second ballot. He was invited to a 
seat on the platform. When Bishop Taylor, 
the aged bishop who initiated the African 
work, corgratulated his successor the con- 
ference arose and applauded enthusiastical- 
ly. Ir. Hurtzell is fifty-four years of age 
and since 1888 has been secretary of the 
Freedman’s Aid Society. He was re-elected 
to the same position on May Zist on the 
first ballot. In 1870 h2 was transferred 
from the Illinois conference to New Orieans 
and Was piaced in charge of Ames chufch 
in that city. While in that city he became 
editor of The Southwestern Christian Ad- 
vocate. He has taken a prominent part in 
the development ‘of the public school sys- 
tem of that city.

The rest of the day was spent in hear- 
ing and Ciscussing reports of committees. 
Some contest was made on several of the 
Supreme officers Mr. Isaac WwW. Caulfield, 
of New York city, was the member of the 
delegation selected to be plazed amcng the 
supreme officers. He was elected chairman 


on council work in place of Mr. Charles B, 
Cox, of St. Louls, Mo. There was consid- 
erable contest for this place, and the vote 
by which Mr. Caulfield was elected was 
43 to 37. Mr. Caulfield is secretary of the 
largest subordinate council in the United 
States, New York, No. 348, numbering 2,070 
members, 

The committee on statistics made a report 


‘reccmmending the adoption of some plan 


to advancing the rate of assessments. This 
propesition is being vigorously fought by 
many of the members. Under the present 
arrangem nt, when a member enters the 
order at twenty-one or at thirty years, 
for example, he pays the rate for twenty- 
one or for thirty years and continues to 
pay that rate until death, or as long as 
he is a member of the order.

'Th!s matter will be discussed 
again cn Wednesday, but there will be no 
definite action taken with regard to it at 
this session of the snpreme council... As a 
rule such important matters are introduced 
and discussed some four or five years be- 
fore any action is taken with regard to 
them. In this way’ such matters go all 
over the country and are discussed in all 
the subordinate councils, so fhat, finally, 
the desires of the individual members are 
reflected in those of their representatives 
to the grand council. This will no doubt 
be the course pursued in the matter of 
advancing the rate of assessments.

FIRST SHIPMENT OF FREIGHT 
OVER IT. 


The Eagle and Phenix Mills Running 
. on Three-Quarter Time—Accident 
at the Muscogee Mills. 


Columbus, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)}—The 
first shipment of freight over the new 
freight route recently estaUlisied between 
Columbus and Mobile, Ala., arrived in the 
city last night. The shipment consisted of 
twelve nunured fruit jars consigned to the 
Columbus Grocery Company from Alton, 
Ill. It was sent to Mobile via the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad, where it was shipped 
to Apalachicola, Fla., over the new ste&am- 
ship line just established. At Apalachicola 
it was transferred to a Iccal steamer, the 
Queen City, and arrived here last night. 
There was no delay in the delivery, which 
was prompt, and quite a considerable sav- 
ing was made in freight rates. This new 
water route, which has just been developed, 
means much for Columbus. The lower 
freight rates enjoyed by its existence will 
save the wholesale merchants of the city 
$25.000 a year, it is estimated, as nearly 
every class of western goods is affected. 
With the establishment of this water rate 
as the basis, the merchants of the city will 
now make a determined pull for lower rail- 
road rates. 

On Three-Quarters Time. 

The Eagle and Phenix mills began run- 
ning this morning on three-quarters time, 
to the gratification of the operatives, who 
are now naturally as anxious to get in 
as much work as possible, after the weeks 
of idleness to which the recent strike sub- 
jected the employes of the institution. In 
a week or two the mills will begin to op- 
erate on full time. The Chattahoochee 
knitting mill, in Girard, just across the 
river, also began operation this morning. 
It is a part of the Eagle and Phenix plant 
and was closed with the rest of the mills 
at the time of the strike. 


A Narrow Escape. 


This morning Len Ogletree, an operative 
at No. 1 Muscogee mill, narrowly escaped 
being fatally injured by an accident which 
happened to the engine of the mill. The 
nipple of a pipe near the cylinder was sud- 
denly blown off, caused probably by some 
deficit in it, and the pressure of the steam 
and the action of heat upon the pipe, 
Ogletree was not standing cxactly in front 
of the pipe, else he would wave been in- 


stantly killed, but as it was he was slightly | 


burned by the escaping steam.

Quartermaster General Kenan Visiting 
Camp Northen. 

Griffin, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)—Captain 
Lewis H. Kenan, assistant quartermaster 
general, is in the city today looking over 
Camp Northen in order to find out what 
will be needed in the way of repairs, 
cleaning up, ete., to put it in shape for 
the coming of the soldiers on the 10th of 
June.

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IS HE THE OLDEST MAN?P 


New Jersey Has a Patriarch One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-Five Years Old. 
From The New York. Mail and Express. 
Far away from the scenes of his boyhood, 
with no relative to care for him, Noah 
Raby, who is the oldest man in the world, 
is lyirg on his bed at the poor farm in the 
township of Piscataway, three miles —_ 
n 
April 1 the old man celsbrated his 124th 
birthday. Several weeks age Raby was 
taken ill with the grip, and, in spite of the 
efforts of physicians, he has steadily sunk 
until hig death is looked for at any time. 


Raby was born April 1 1772, and up to 


his recent illness has always been in ex- 
cellent health. Many persons come miles 
to the poor farm to see the old man out of 
curiosity, but few gain an audience with 
him, as Overseer Hummer is not willing to 
make an exhibit of his charge. When a 
Mail and Express representative called at 
ring 
on his bed, weak, but conscious and @able 
to talk. Hé has a massive head and flow- 
ing, snow-white hair; his eyes are sunken, 
and the lines about his face show his great 
age. He is perfectly blind and has been so 
for the past ten years. He has no teeth 
and his voice is hollow. 

Noah held out a bony hand to the visitor 
and seemed delighted to have an opportuni- 
ty to talk, 

“Yes, that’s right,” the said in answer to 
a question. “I have passed my 124th birth- 
day and it was my last. I did think that 
I would live another year, but now I don’t 
think I can. I arm not sorry to die.” 

An old pipe by the bedside gave evidence 
of recent use, and when asked, Raby said: 
“Yes, I smoke. I’ve smoked since I was 6 
years old, and I don’t feel like giving it 
up now.’”’ 

Raby’s memory about the past is remark- 
ably clear and he told of his life with en- 
thusiasm. He says he was born in Haton- 
town, Gates county, North Carolina. His 
mother was Sarah Raby, a native of South 
Carolina, and his father was a North Amer- 
ican Indian. His mother was about six- 
teen years old when he was born. 

“When I was seven years old,”* Raby 
said, “‘I was bound out to a farmer named 
Miles Field. I worked for him until I was 
twenty-one years old; then I struck out 
for myself as overseer of a Mrs. Parker’s 
slaves. I got $200 a year, which was a lot 
of money then.” 

When Mrs. Parker died Noah left the 
place and shipped as a sailor on the United 
States frigate Constitution. “ This was in 
1808, and Noah declares he was then 36 
years old. After a few years before the 
mast he obtained a “shift’’ to the Norfolk 
navy yard, Raby then went to the Brook- 
lyn navy yard, and later drifted into New 
Jersey. He worked on farms until about 
thirty years ago, when he became an in- 
mate of the poorhouse. 

A lady living here who has taken great 
interest in the old man has written many 
letters south to gain information about 
him. She has an affidavit made two years 
ago by a man living at Summertown, Va., 
who was then 98 years old. In the affidavit 
this man states that when he was 10 years 
old he knew Raby, who, to the best of 
his knowledge, was then about 30 years old, 

A grave has been found in Virginia where 
a Sarah Raby is buried and this is be- 
lieved to be Noah’s mother. The old tomb- 
stone bears date of 1800. 

Raby is an enthusiastic Free Will Bap- 
tist. He was a democrat up to the time

WITH A SHOVEL 


George Copes Mortally Wounded by a 
Negro Laborer. 
MAY DIE AT ANY TIME 


Cause His Death. 


DISPUTE OVER A POINT OF AUTHORITY 


The Negro Escaped, but Was After- 
wards Caught and Locked Up at 
the Station House. 


Babe Mitthews, a negro laborer, struck 
George Copes, a white man, on the head 
about 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, inflicting a wound from which 
his recovery is exceedingly doubtful. 

A part of Copes’s skull was taken from 
the back of his hcad as the result of the 
blow.

tal, and the alte 
that the chances for his reccvery are very 
doub‘ful ‘Copes is suffering severely from 
weakness caused by a greet loss of blood, 
which the surgeons, up to a late hour last 
night, were unable to check on account of 
the size of the wound. 

The negro was arrested soon after the 
occurrence and locked up in a cell at the 
station house. His explanation of his deed 
was that Cones cursed him and that he 
had a fit. a disease to which he says ne 
is often subject 

The assault was cold blooded. The negro 
was so infuriated that he deliberately 
struck his victim with his shovel, knock- 
ing him down, ana then brained him with 
two more of his murderous blows. The 
anfbulance was immediately called and in 
a short while Copes was resting at the 
hospital, where he has received every at- 


tention. 
There Was a Cause. 

The negro did not commit the horrible 
deed on the spur of the moment, but was 
prompted somewhat by a slight difficulty 
the two men had about 9 o’clock in the 
morning. 

It seems that Copes and Matthews were 
employed in excavating a piece of ground 
at the corner of Jones avenue and Marietta 
street for the new foundry of the South- 
ern Agricultural Works. Copes was fore- 
man of the scrapers, and Matthews was 
engaged in shoveling dirt onto a car that 
stood near by on the railroad tracks. 

About 9 o’clock yesterday morning Copes 


ed to execute, claiming that Copes had no, 
authority over him. A number of words 
were exchanged between the fwo men and 
they finally separated with not the best 
of feeling. About 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon Copes became dissatisfied again with 
the negro’s work and determined to make 
him change his position. He climbed down 
the steep embankment to where the negro 
was shoveling dirt on the cars, and order- 
ed him to move farther down the line. 

Matthews promptly refused to obey the 
command, stating to Copes that he had 
no authority over him and that he would 
remain where he was. Copes replied that 
he would move him if he,had it to do 
himself, whereupon the negro raised his 
shovel and struck Copes a terrible lick 
on the head, felling him just under the 
Jones avenue bridge. 


Split His Head. 


After the foreman had fallen to the 


sround the negro was still not satisfied, 
and struck the helpless man two more 
Savage licks, fracturing his skull and mak- 
ing a hole through which the blood and 
brains issued freely for some minutes. 
The wounded man was laid on the plat- 
form under the bridge and the hospital 
and police station notified. The ambu- 
lance soon arrived and only a pool of 
bi is left under the bridge to tell the 
s story. As soon as the negro had 
finished his job he ran as fast as he 
could down the reilroad tracks and turned 
into John street. County Officer Pool 
happened to be near at the time and gave 


him considerably as he ran through an 
open field toward Gray’s schoolhouse. The 
fugitive gave out at this peint and it was 
not long pntil he was locked in a cell at 
the station house. 

Call Officers Tysor and Crusselle re- 
sponded to the call at the station house, 
but the negro had been captured before 
‘they had time to arrive ; 

The Negro Talks. 

Matthews was seen in his cell at the 
Station house last night, and he was ex- 
ceedingiy penitent for his crime. He stated 
that he did not mean to hurt Copes, and 
ascribed his action to a metnal aberration 
or fits, as he calls it, to which he is often 
subject. He also stated that the forenran 
— him a vile name, and struck him 


Matthews is about thirty years of age, 
and has not a very angelic countenance. 
He is dark and rather heavy set. He lives 
at East Point. 

rge Copes is about forty-five years 
old, has a wife and one child and lives 
near the corner of Bellwood avenue and 
Chestnut street. 

At a very late hour last night the in- 
jured man was in a very precarious con- 
dition. He has never entirely regained 
consciousness, and the hospital physicians 
entertain small hope of his recovery.

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| TO PAY THE SUGAR BOUNTY. | 


The Case from Louisiana Is Decided 
in the Supreme Court. 

Washington, May %.—The supreme court 
today sustained the validity of the appro- 
priations to carry out the sugar bounty 
features of the McKinley and Wilson tariff 
acts by a unanimoys opinion affirming the 
decision of the circuit court for the east- 
ern district of Louisiana and reversing the 
action of the comptroller of the treasury, 
Bowler, who refused to permit the pay- 
ments of the bounties on the ground that 
the act was unconstitutional. 

The cases involved were those of the 
United States, plaintiff in error, vs. the 
Realty Company and Andrew H. Gay, re- 
spectively. The opinion of the court was 
delivered by Justice Peckham. Both 
were test cases. 

The effect of the decision will be to 
make available immediately for payment 
of the suspended sugar bounty claims, more 
than $5,250,000. 

The claims filed with and approved by 
the commissioner of internal reventie 
amount to. $6,111,505. As .this is greater 
than the amount of the uppropriation, the 
claims will have to be prorated if an ad- 
ditional appropriation to meet the full 
amount is not made. 

Comptroller Bowler today withdrew his 
directions to the auditor of the treasury 
department which «have had the effect of 
holding up the bounty claims and bringing 
about the litigation now concluded. 

The supreme court of the United States 
adjourned sine die today, leaving thes mall- 
est docket on record since 1876. 

Campbell Need Not Worry. 

“Governor Campbell need not annoy 
himself about the possibilities of the demo- 
cratic nomination being thrust upon him,” 
said Judge Terry, of Arkansas, when he 
read The Constitution today. ‘‘The Chica- 
go convention will nominate a silver man 
and he will beat McKinley.”

The Hebrew Charitable Body in Session 


at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, May 25.—The annual conven- 
tion of the district grand lodge No. 7, Inde- 
pendent Order B’ne B'rith, is in session, 
President I. Lovenberg presiding. 

As soon as the meeting was called to or- 
der a committee of three on credentials was 
appointed. Their report showed that only 
about half the delegates present had cre- 
dentials, but on motion it was decided to 
allow all of them to sit in convention. Roll 
call then showed that forty five lodges had 
representatives, numbering about two hun- 
dred in attendance. Degrees were vonferred 
on tfteen members, after which I'’resident 
Lovenberg read his annual report, which set 
forth at length the affairs of. the order, 
which are in a highly prosperous and satis- 
fying condition.

A Customs Case in the Courts. 

Washington, May 2.—A customs case 
of much importance was decided in the su- 
preme court of the United States today, 
the opinion being read by Justice White, 
the effect of which will be to protect the 
treasury against the withdrawal of a con- 
mderable sum. 

Charles R. Allen, owner of the steamer 
Humboldt, engaged in the coastwise trade 
on the Pacific. sued the United States to 
recover $94 claimed to be due him as draw- 
back on bituminous coal, imported by him 
and used on the Humboldt. under the pro- 
visions of the tariff act of 1883. The gov- 
ernment contended that the drawback 
provision pleaded by Allen was repealed 
by the act of 1£90—the McKinley law—but 
the circuit court and court of appeals for 
the ninth circuit district decided against 
the United States. This was reversed by 
the supreme court of the United States 
and the case remanded with instructions 
to render judgment for the United States.

New Buildings at Virginia University. 
Charlottesville, Va., May 25.—The con- 
tract has been let for the erection of five 
buildings of the University of Virginia to 
take the place of those destroyed by fire 
last October. Charles H. Langiev & Co., 
of Richmond, were the successful bidders 
at a little under $300,000. The baildings to 
be erected are the rotunda, academical 
buildings, physical lhaboratory, mechanical 
labratory amd boiler house. Work will 
commence at once. Four terrace rooms 
and the basement lecture rooms are to be 
ready for use at the beginning of the next 
session. Theo Skinner, a member of the 
firm of Mead, iMcKin & White, arcnitects, 
who drew the plans of the university 
buildings, is to supervise the work.

New York, May 25.—The Southern rail- 
road reports for April gross earnings of 
$1,393,097, a decrease of $10,642; expenses and 
taxes of $1,069,572, a decrease of $49,999, and 
net earnings of $323,524. an increase of 
$39,351. 


Eleven Rebels Killed. 

Havana, May 25.—Colonel Tort reports 
having had an engagement with the 
rebels near Madruga, in the Havana 
province, in which the enemy had eleven 
killed. The troops had two men’wounded. 

The rebels attacked the town of Consola- 
cion del Sur yesterday and were repulsed 
by the garrison. The rebels on their re- 
treat burned a number of huts on the out- 
skirts of the town. The loss of the rebels 
was heavy. The garrison had four men 
killed and twenty wounded.

THE WINDS WIPE QUT ENTIRE FAMILIES 


Houses and Barns Carried for Miles. 
Live Stock Killed in Great 
Numbers. : 


Des Moines, Ja., May 25.—The most alarm- 
ing reports are being received here this 
morning respecting the cyclone which 
swept over Polk, Story and Jasper counties, 
rhortly after midnight. 

Owing to the almost total prostration of 
telegraph and telephone wires it is not pos- 
sible to verify the reports that have been 
received, but indications are that the casu- 
alties will reach fifty killed or injured. 

Fourteen persons are reported killed in 
the three towns of Valeria, Bondurant and 
Ankeny. The two latter towns are in Polk 
ccunty, While Valeria is in Jasper county, 
directly east. So far as heard from Slater 
is the only town in f£tcry county which 
suffered, but as there is no means of com- 
munication with that section this morning, 
there is every probability that the restor- 
ation of telegraph communicaticn will bring 
news of disasters as yet unreported. No de- 
tails have been received from Slater, fur- 
ther than the. bare statement that the 
whole town was destroyed. The same re- 
port comes from Polk City, this county. 

A telephone message from Berwick says 
that a courier just in says that twenty- 
fcur persons were killcd at Bondurant, five 
at Valeria and three at Ankeny. 

The situation grows worse-as authentic 
news come from the cyclone district. At 
Valeria it is known that fifteen persons 
were killed, the number being first placed at 
but five. Most of those killed were in the 
depot of the Chicago Great Western coad, 
some of them having just alighted from a 
train, and others having taken ref™ge there 
from the rain. The depot was literaily 
blown to pieces. The westbound passenger 
train escaped the cyclone but a few min- 
utes. Had it remained at the station . few 
moments longer the list of dead would un- 
doubdly have numbered scores. 

A dispatch from Santiago, this county, 
Says the storm was unprecedented in its 
fury in that section. 

Three miles west of the town a house was 
lifted bodily from the earih, carried some 
distance and thrown to the -ground and 
shattered, a wreck. The entire family of 
occupants was killed. The roads are al- 
most impassable from debris—fences, out- 
buildings and branches of trees being swept 
together in piles. Nothing has been heard 
from tHe northeastern end of the county, 
where it is feared the storm caused the 
greatest damage. 

A messenger from Bondurant, who arriv- 
ed at 9 o'clock, says that R. C. Scott, a 
prominent farmer, was killed, and that a 
church at Ankeny was blown down and 
several persons were hurt. 

The town of Granger was badly wrecked. 
The number of farmhouses wrecked be- 
tween Valeria and Bondurant is very large. 
Mayor MacVickar has called a meeting at 
the council chamber to take active meas- 
ures for the relief of the sufferers. 

A number of cofttins nave been shipped 
to Bondurent on the Great Western extfa, 
via Berwick, the nearest point. 

The storm started in two divisions about 
twelve miles north of Des Moines, the 
starting points being nine miles apart. As 
th> clouds progressed they gathered force 
and gradually converged until they met 
two iniles east of Aukeny, and here they 
developed first tne cyclone form with fun- 
nel and tremendous force and roaring and 
electrical disturbances. From this point 
west for nearly twenty miles the path of 
the storm is a patch of destruction. The 
greatest loss of life occurred in the track 
of the storm from Bondurant to the north- 
east. Nothing was left in its path. It 
passed for several miles through a dense 
furest with oak trees two feet in diame- 
ter, bot one that was struck was left stand- 
ing. All were snapped off short or torn 
up by the roots. Houses struck by the 
storm disappeared utterly. 

The path covered by the cyclone proper 
is in most places from forty to eighty rods 
wide. It perpetrated all the remarkable 
freaks that cyclones are famous for. 

Those who heard it carly saved them- 
selves by getting into their caves or cel- 
lars. In other places whole families were 
killed or terribly injured and their prop- 
erty destroyed. 

A typical bit of destruction was at the 
Bailey home, northwest of Bondurant. 
There were in the house nine people, four 
of them were killed and the rest injured so 
badly that it is doubtful if any of them 
will recover. 

Two minutes after the storm struck there 
was no trace of house, save the cellar, and 
in it were piled the chimney and siove 
and half the furniture. The house was 
torn to pieces: the boards into splinters. 
They were scattered so far that no trace 
can be found, save here and there for a 
mile east. 

The bodies of the victims were found 
in the fields, where were also distributed 
the bodies of a dozen horses, two score of 
cattle and about 100 hogs. 

This was also the experience at the home 
of Peter Bolenbaugh, a mile further west. 
Mr and Mrs. Bolenbaugh, both about 45 
years of age, ocoupied the home with a 
little boy, Theophilus Mayburn, a neigh- 
bor. The house was razed so completely 
that no sign of it can now be seen: the 
three inmates were killed. Mr. Bolenbaugh 
had both arms broken, his head crushed, 
one leg and several ribs iniured and his 
neck and jaw broken. The boy and woman 
were badly bruised. They were not found 
until 2 o’clock in the morning. 

Where the Damage Was Done. 

Washington, May 25.—Among the places 
where great damage to property was done 
by the cyclone, but little or no loss of life 
occurred, are Burlington, Manchester, Mar- 
shalltown, Dubuque and Elma, Ia: EI- 
gin, Rockford, Galena and Mount Carroli, 
Ill., and Duluth, Minn. 

At Gelena, Ill, the damage was very 
great, chiefly from flood,caused apparently 
by a cloudburst. Water rushing in torrents 
from the bluffs to the low ground, together 
with the sudden rise of the Galena river, 
turned the downtown streets into running 
rivers. Towboats did service on Main and 
Commerce streets. Franklin street is a 
scene of devastation. The solid macada- 
mizing of the street has been gutted out 
to the depth of ten feet in many places. 
Several bridges are washed away. Cellars 
on Main street are inundated and places of 
business in some portions of the town are 
abandoned. Walls of solid masonry were 
torn out, Dduildings carried from their foun- 
dations and horses swept from floating 
barns down the deluged streets, Severul 
homes were wrecked, among them’ that of 
J. F. Strickland, whose wife was drowned 
in the flood. 

At Durango, Ia, in the midst of the 
storm, Mrs. Clark, station agent of the Chi- 
cago and Great Western railroad, was 
called from her residence to the depot near 
by to get orders for a train which had just 
arrived. She took her four children with 


her and was at work when the flood, sweep- 


ing down the Maquoketa valley, carried 
away her residence and finally the depot, 
which was borne down stream a mile and 
a2 half The four children were drowned, | 


but Mrs. Clark clung to the roof and was 
saved by the trainmen. Her bereavement 
has dethroned her reason. ; 


Chicago Has a Deluge. 

Chicago, IL, May 2.—A storm of wind, 
rain, thunder and lightning struck Chicago 
at 2 o’clock ‘this morning. The wind at 
times attained the velocity of a hurricane 
and the lightning was incessant. Over an 
inch of water fell in less than ten minutes, 
which amounted to a cloudburst. The sew- 
ers were unable to carry off the water and 
as a result basements all over the city 
were flooded. The pressrooms of_ three 
morning papers were flooded by water 
backing up from the sewers and fire en- 
gines had to be called to pump out the wa- 
ter before the second edition could be sent 
to press. Much minor damage from wind 
and lightning is reported from all over the 
city, but no fatalities resulted so far as 
heard from. ' 


The Destruction in Iowa. 


McGregor, Ia, May 25.—A fatal cloud- 
burst devastated this city and county last 
night. For ten miles everything is in 
ruins. All the afte*noon the cloucs were 
gathering and about 1 o'clock the storm 
burst in its fury, soon deluging the valley. 
It swept everything before it. Six bodies 
have been found and nine people are miss- 
ing. A small stream called Bloody Run 
passes through the tewn. Some of the 
unfortunate victims are supposed to have 
been carried out into the Mississippi river, 
into which the Bloody Run empties at 
North McGregor. : 

About ten miles of track of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul- railway were 
washed away. A large number of freight 
cars were standing on the tracks in the 
vards. They are piled in shapeless masses 
along the valley, some of them being car- 
ried down into the river. The loss to the 
raiiroad company will reach $100,000. The 
site was most appalling as the wall of 
water washed down the creek. 

The valley for twelve miles is one vast 
wreck and the damage to mills, houses 
and farms cannot be estimated. 

Fatalties at Oelwein. 

Oelwein, la., May 2.+A cyclone, half a 
mile in width, passed through Mingo, Ia., 
about 12:30 o’clock this morning, killing 
Mrs. Martha Dickey, Mrs. L. Whiney, 
Mrs. Schell and a young child of D. Aiken. 

S. Dickey and one child, D. Aiken and 
wife and one child were badly injured. 

Aiken’s and Dickey’s houses and, out- 
buildings were totally destroyed. 

J. M. Osborne, wife and child were bad- 
ly injured and their house and outbuild 
ings and stock ‘all blown away. 

F. Leveller’s house was blown down and 
himself injured. 

Alex Trammell’s house and outbuildings 
were destroyed and several others in- 
jured. The cyclone tore up trees and de- 
stroyed everything in its path. Consider- 
able damage was done to the Great West- 
ern railway, ,which Jost several bridges 
and miles of telegraph wires and poles. 

Wind and Rain at Rockford. 

Rockford, Ill, May 25.—Several people 
were killed and many thousand@ dollars’ 
worth of property was destroyed by wind, 
hail and rain which swept over this region 
last night. Four persons were injured, 
some fatally. The storm was most severe 
southeast of the city. At midnight a cyclone 
struck one mile south of Egan City, wreck- 
ing the residence of Mrs. Iora Bird and 
killing her instantly. Her two girls and two 
boys were badly hurt. The older girl’s arm 
was fractured and she was internally in- 
jured. It is not believed the younger girl 
will live. Big trees were torn from the 
earth, crops leveled and outhouses de- 
stroyed. Dr. Hilderbradt, his wife and 
daughter were killed near Monroe Center, 
the wife being beheaded by a flying beam, 
and Miss Rhinehart lost her life at Leaf 
River. Davis Junction was also a victim of 
the storm to a serious extent. 

In this city the storm raged for more 
than an hour, filling the air with balls of 
electric fire and flashes of lightning follow- 
ing with frightful rapidity. The city, how- 
ever, escaped the destructive force of the 
storm, the chief damage being to houses 
struck by lightning, first floors and base- 


ments flooded and telephone wires broken. ' 


The railroads into the city are obstructed 

by washouts. The tracks are strewn for 

miles with the wreckage of the storm. 
A Michigan Blow. 

Mount Clements, Mich, May 25.—A cyclone 
passed over th‘s city this evening, wreck- 
ing about fifty houses, killing six or eight 
persons and injuring several others. 


Many People Killed. 

Pontiac, Mich.,, May 25.—Reports -from 
Ortonville, Oakwood, Oxford and Thomas, 
which are located in Oakland county, say 
that a cyclone swept those sections this 
afternoon. Ortonville and Thomas. were 
nearly wiped out of existence. It is said 
that fully a dozen people lost their lives at 
Ortonville, while at Thomas four were 


killed. 
Freaks of the Wind. 


Lakeview, Mich., May 25.—A small’ cy- 
clone struck this place this afternoon at 
®» o'clock, destroying crops, trees and every- 
thing in its path. A large barn owned by 
George Roberts was demolished, and one 
owned by Fred Edgar was moved from its 
foundation and crushed. Heavy oak rails 
were carried across a ten-acre lot and 
splintered. A drenching rain followed. 

A List of Killed. 

Ortonville, Mich, May 2.—A _ cyclone 
swept over the northern portion of Oak- 
land county this afternoon. The storm 
passed about half a mile north of this 
village. It came from the west. The path 
of the cyclone was half a mile wide. Every 
farm house in its path for a distance of 
twelve miles was destroyed, and between 
twenty and twenty-five persons killed and 
nearly thirty injured, some of whom will 
die.

COL THOMAS DEAD 


The Well-Known Attorney Passes Away 
at His Home. 


HAD AN INTERESTING CAREER 
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Made a Great Record During the War. 
Full Sketch of His Lite 
Here. 


Colonel George S. Thémas, one of At- 
lanta’s oldest and best known citizens and 
one of the most prominent attorneys of 
this state, died yesterday afternoon at his 
residence, 46 Capitol avenue, after a lin- 
gering illness. 

Colonel Thomas had been in ill health for 
the past three years and had been confined 
to his bed for the last eight months. His 
death had been expected every day for 
some time, but he had a constitution that

was very strong and had struggled along 
weakening gradually every day until the 
end came yesterday. 

Colonel George S. Thomas was born on 
the 14th of August in the year 1834, and 
at the time of his death he was sixty-two 
years of age. He was born in Columbus, 
and was the son of the distinguished 
lawyer, Judge Grigsby E. Thomas, of that 
place. Some time before the civil war 
broke ou@ Colonel Thomas came to this 
city,- and it was from here that he went 
into the mist of the great struggle. 

He went to the war as a lieutenant, but 
afterwards formed a company of his own 
and was made captain of Company B, of the 
Sixty-Fourth Georgia. He made quite a 
reputation for himself by the brave and 
undaunted manner in which he led his 
company through the entire war. He went 
all through Virginia and was in all of the 
largest battles. He was commissioned 
major, and though never commissioned colo- 
nel the title was well won and well de- 
served. 

He was captured during the war and re- 
mained in a federal prison until its close. 
He was loved by every soldier who fought 
under him and many was the time that loud 
cheers rent the air a& he rode down the 
line reviewing his troops before entering 
into a battle. After the war Colonel Thomas 
went to Griffin, where he married Miss 
Martha Owen Stark. He then went to 
Columbus, his old home, with his bride to 
live. After staying in Columbus for some 
time he returned to Atlanta, and during 
his stay here made himself prominent in 
political and social circles. 

For six years he was assistant United 
States district attorney under General 
Grant. He held this office in a manner that 
reflected great credit upon him and won 
a warm place for himself in the hearts of 
all with whom he came into contact. 

Colonel Thomas was an honest, upright, 
modest and philanthropic man, and the 
good work that he did in this city will live 
as a monument to him. He had the entire 
confidence of the people, and his death, 
though not unexpected, will be a sad blow to 
the community at large and one from which 
it will not soon recover. 

During his illness he talked very much 
of General Lee and General Longstreet, who 
were both very close friends of his. He 
spoke of the days of the war and his mind 
seemed to dwell on these days of strife 
and trouble. 

A wife and three children survive him. 
The children are Messrs. George S. Thomas, 
Jr., Grigsby E. Thomas and Stark Thomas. 
He also leaves a brother and a sister. Mr. 
Grigsby E. Thomas, Jr., and Mrs. William 
Sibley, both of Columbus. 

He was one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the loca! Confederate Veterans’ As- 
sociation and was high in the Masons. 
These two orders will have charge of the 
funeral, and under their auspices the last 
sad rites will be performed. 

The funeral service will take place this 
afternoon at 5 o’clock at St. Luke's church, 
and the body will be intered in Griffin to- 


morrow. 


SUPPOSED TO BE FILIBUSTERS. 


Sixty Men Who Were on the Bermuda 
Now in Mobile. 

Mobile, Ala., May 25.—Some sixty men, 
reported to -be filibusters who failed to 
reach Cuba on the Bermuda, arrived here 
yesterday on the steamer Clearwater 


from Ceiba, Honduras. 

They are very reticent and little can be 
got out of them. They are, however, 
well cared for by Cuban sympathizers 
here and will remain until instructions as 
to their disposition are received from the 
junta in New York. The brief* explana- 
tion they give agrees with what is other- 
wise known of the Bermuda expedition. 
The Bermuda left St. John’s river, Florida, 
April 27th and made a landing near Car- 
denas, in Cuba..

Young Burnett Spencer Found Dead on 
the Tracks Near Hapeville. 


WAS THROWN FROM HIS WHEEL 


The Body Picked Up by a Negro 
Thirty Minutes After the Train 
Had Passed. ; 


Burnett Spencer, a. young man sixteen 
years of age; was killed by the southbound 
Central at Hapeville at 8:15 o’clock last 
night, while riding his bicycle between the 
railroad tracks. . 

The young man is the son of Mr M. B. 
Spencer, who isthe bookkeeper of the At- 
lanta Coffin factory. His home is in Hape- 
ville. His death was tragic. The body was 
picked up by a negro three hundreds yards 
from the depot in the direction of Atlanta, 
about thirty minutes after the train had 
passed. His body was badly bruised, but no 
bones were broken 

The unfortunate young man was evi- 
dently not run over by the train, judging 
from his injuries. but was probably riding 
too close to the track when the train flew 
by, and in some way he lost his balance 
and was thrown forcibly on,.the railway 
ties. - 

The body was carried to his home, only 
a few yards away. His parents are both 
living, as well as a young brother and sis- 
ter, all of whom are prostrated at the sad 
and unexpected death. 

The Last Seen of Him. 

When last seen young Spencer was riding 
his wheel on the space between the railroad 
tracks in front of the Hapeville depot. 
There are double tracks from Atlanta to 
Hiapeville, and the level, smvuoii space be- 
tween them furnishes a most enjoyable 
ride for many cyclists. 

Last evening was a most delightful time 
for the invigorating sport, and the young 
man was greatly enjoying the exercise. 
Little did he expect the awful doom that 
awaited him. 

Rode Into the Dark. 

Spencer had passed the depot several 
times on his wheel just before the train 
was due. Several gentlemen were sitting 
conversing on the depot platform, and at 
about 8:15 o’clock they noticed him ride 
swiftly by toward Atlanta. In a short 
time the southbound train of the Central 
road came around the curve and soon had 
thundered past the little depot and was 
swiftly speeding on its way toward Sa- 
vannah. 

The group of men on the depot platform 
still continued their conversation and did 
not suspect the horrible death the train 
had left in its wake. 

A Negro Finds the Body. 

About thirty minutes after the train had 
passed an unknown negro happened to be 
strolling down the tracks toward Atlanta. 
About three hundred yards from the depot 
he happened to glance downw&rd and his 
eyes rested on the still and lifeless form of 
a young boy, lying close to the track. He 
also observed a wrecked bicycle close by, 
which told the sad tale. , 

The negro raised the young man up and it 
did not take him long to discover that life 
was entirely extinct. He immediately gave 
the alarm and it was not long before a cu- 


rious crowd had gathered. 

The remains were not mangled beyond rec- 
Ognition, ond in a short while the boy had 
been identified by a member of his family. 

The scene was indeed a sad one when the 
eyes of the unhappy father and mother 
rested on the lifeless form of their oldest 


son. 
The Coroner Notified. 

Coroner Paden was irmmediately notificd 
of the death, but it was impossible for him 
to hold an inquest last night, and it was 
postponed until early this morning. 

The unfortunate death seemed to cast a 
gloom over the entire little village, and the 
grief-stricken family had many sympathiz- 


ers. 
The inquest will be held this morning, 
and the arrangements for the funeral will 
be announced later.

Surprising the Politicians, 

Evidently some of the politicians have 
had and still have some very queer ideas 
about the silver sentiment among the 
people. There are men right here in 
Georgia, pretty fair politicians, too, who 
really believe that the money question 
is a mere passing fad. Some of them 
say and really believe that the whole 
business will be disposed of by the 
defeat of the democrats and the election 
of McKinley; that the people will forget 
all about it and pick up some other 
fad four years from now. 

On the other hand, we often hear 
politicians, especially those who have 
been misled into accepting Cleveland- 
ism as democracy, expressing surprise at 
the growth of silver sentiment among 
the people. This kind of talk is freely 
printed in the eastern. papers to show 
why “the silver craze” won't stay in the 


ground after they have buried it, but 
persists in taking up its bed and walk- 
ing about over the country, wearing 
seven-league boots. 

‘The truth of the whole business is that 
the silver question is not a fad. not a 
passing issue. In some form or other 
it has been an issue ever since the 
money power has been greedy enough to 
desire to reap the profits that accrue to 
it when it is able to control enough of 
the money in circulation to manipulate 
values. It is an issue that has been 
more important than all other issues 
since governments took upon themselves 
the right to create money, and it will 
continue to be an issue, and the most 
important of all issues, as long as the 
people are able to defend their rights and 
stand up for their privileges. 

The silver question is the present shape 
of that great issue, but it has taken other 
forms and will be renewed whenever the 
pressure of the money power begins to 
be felt too heavily. So far as the restor- 
ation of silver is concerned, it is full 
grown as soon as a man understands 
the few simple and immutable truths 
that are its basis. Its apparent growth 
now is merely the result of the discus- 
Siorathat has been going on for twenty 
years and the literal fulfillment of every 
prediction made by the bimetallists dur- 
ing that time. 

Only the other day Cal Brice, of Ohfo, 
was advertising in the eastern news- 
papers his intention to go to the state 
he misrepresents in the sénate and put 
a stop to the “free coinage foolishness,” 
It is not surprising that a man of Brice’s 
caliber—for he is not a great states- 
man—should make a statement of this 
kind, but it is amazing that so shifty a 
politician should not have known the 
temper and attitude of his constituents. 

The democrats have been conceding 
Ohio to the gold men, for it is not a 
democratic state: but it now seems cer- 
tain that demoatcratie voters of Ohio 
will declare for free coinage in their 
state convention. 

It is equally certain that if the demo- 
cratic national convention shall declare 
against the gold standard and nominate 
a free coinage man, it will sweep the 
republican party out of existence in the 
west.

The gallant survivors of Shiloh, or Pitts- 
burg Landing, as the battle is sometimes 
called, will hoJd a reunion on the battle 
field on Friday and Saturday of this week. 
The most interesting feature of the cele- 
bration will be the unveiling of a monu- 
meat dedicated to the fallen braves of the 
Ninth Illinois infantry. This is the first 
monument to be erected on the Shiloh 
batt™ field. At the unveiling Colonel 
Clements, president of the Ninth Illinois 
Veteran Association, will make an address. 
Then General Jesse J. Phillips, former colo- 
nelofthe Ninth,and nowoneofthe su- 
preme court judges of Illinois, will give a 
historical review. The monument will be 
unveiled by Mrs. N. C. Kniffer, the wife of 
a captain of the Ninth. The decoration of 
the monument will féllow. After this will 
conre the decoration of the 4,000 graves in 
the cemetery with 10,000 whife cape jas- 
mine flowers by 100 ladies, a flag being 
placed at each grave. Addresses will be 
made by John E. McCall, General Basil 
Duke, Senator Isham G. Harris, General 
J. R. Chambers and others. During the 
reunion Senator WHarris will mark the 
exact spot where General Albert Sidney 
Johnston fell, a much disputed point. He 
was with the general when he died. The 
secretary of the Shiloh Battlefield Asso- 
ciation, Colonel E, T. Lee, has charge of 
the reunion, 


The oldest living graduate of West Point 
is General George S. Greene. A few days 
ago he celebrated his ninety-fifth birth- 
day. His health is vigorous, and he seems 
good for quite a while yet. General Greene 
was born in Rhede Island and graduated 
from West Point in 1823, Hes was engaged 
in government engineering unti] the war 
broke out, 0 or he went to the front and 
rose to the rdnk of brigadier general. After 
a brilliant war record he was promoted to 
brev6ét. major general in 1865, and retired 
from active service a year later. He then 
returned to his engineer work. While hold- 
ing the post of chief engineer of public 
works he planned all the Washington, D.

He 
now spends his winters in New York city, 
and his summers at Morristown, Although 
nearly 100 years old he looks little more 
than sixty,

The largest watch in the world is on ex- 
hibition in London and is the property of 
the Children of William Wilkens, of Balti- 
more. William Wilkens was an odd man 
in many ways. One of his peculiar traits 
was to possess things different from any 
one else. The big watch was a manifesta- 
tion of this trait It cost him $2,500. He 
ordered the watch in 1866, but it was 
not finished until three years later. The 
massive gold chain to which it was attach- 
ed weighs four pounds and cost $800. The 
chain was mede in the United States. The 
watch—a repeater—weighs two pounds 
lacking an ounce,; The hunting case is 
of eighteen carat gold and is seven-eighths 
of an inch thick. The white enamel of the 
dial is four inches in diameter. The case 
is elaborately engraved inside and out- 
side, the design on the front representing 
Mr. Wilkens’s Baltimore factory and resi- 
dence. 
sents Mr. Wilkeng and his old white horse, 
for which he had as much affection as 
it is possible for one to have for a dumb 
aninyal. 

Mr. Wilkens, who was very wealthy 
when he aied, began life in a humble way. 
He started business by wheeling home in 
a barrow the hair and bristles which he 
gathered at the Baltimore’ slaughter 
houses, there sorting and preparing them 
for market. The business grew steadily 
and Mr. Wilkens purchased a horse and 
wagon, abandoning the wheelbarrow. The 
horse, however, was never deserted. When 
it became too old to work it was cared for 
tenderly, and when it died its owner pur- 
chased a plot of ground opposite his resi- 
dence and buried it there. When his huge 
watch was made he gave this faithful old 
horse equal prominence with himself in 
the engraving on the case. Mr. Wilkens 
carried this big watch to the day of his 
death. The chain, which is about four 
feet long, was worn about his neck. He 
had an extra large pocket made in each 
of his vests to hold the watch. Some idea 
of the immensity of the time-piece may be 
gained by knowing that the largest watch 
now occasionally manufactured for the 
trade has a case two inches wide and a dial 
one and three-quarter inches wide. The 
diameter of the watch is nearly four and 
a quarter inches.

PECULIAR JAPANESE THEATERS 


Those Who Attend Are Compelled To 
Sit on the Floor. 


From The San Francisco Chronicle. 

To a stranger one of the mest curious 
sights in Japan is a house public enter- 
tainment. A more extra nary or inter- 
esting spectacle can scarcely be imagined, 
and is certainly not to be witnessed in any 
cther portion of the civilized world. In 
nearly every street in the city of Tokio is 
always to be found one or more of these 
places of amusement. It is rendered con- 
spicuous by placards, posted on a square 
box hung in a prominent place, announc- 
ing that Messrs. So and So wil) give an 
entertainment regularly between certain 
dates, and at night this box is lit up with 
candles. 

At the entrance to the house is a large 
wooden till, in which is placed three 
pinches of salt for ‘luck.’’ Close by is 
Stationed a man who cries at intervals: 
“Come in! Come in, ladies and gentlemen, 
and see our wonderful exhibition. It will 
tickle your liver and make the lean grow 
fat from laughter. Come_in, my pretty 
maid, amd we will show you the features 
of your lover.” 

The performance usually commences at 
7 o'clock in the morning and closes at 6 
o'clock in the evening, and, including the 
intervals, which are frequent and long, the 
fun is kept up all day. In tthe city the 
young girls rise earlier than usual and 
hastily complete their ehaborate toilet in 
order to be present at the commencement 
of the performance. They are easily dis- 
tinguishable from the country maidens 
by their less ruddy complexions and more 
genteel manners. On arriving at the place 
of amusement the audience take off their 
geta, or clogs, and place them in the 
custody of a man, who charges a nominal 
sum for taking care of them. These clogs 
are hung on pegs with huge wooden tab- 
lets attached to thém. Those who go into 
a house with geta concealed upon their 
persons are treated with contempt and 
dubbed ‘‘abrumushi,’’ signifying ‘‘cock- 
roaches.” 

As there are no seats in a house of pub- 
lic entertainment in Tokio the audience 
squat crocs-legged on the mats in the 
space allotted to.them and make them- 
selves camfortable for the day. The men 
and women light their pipes and while 
away the time by rehearsing pleasant 
reminiscences until the performance be- 
gins. Jugglers, story. tellers, magic lan- 
tern exhibitors, who are eunsidered the 
forerunners of prosperity and harbingers 
of peace, entertain the public both day 
and night. Each troupe of performers 
usually remains in one place for about a 
week, but if they are unprecedently suc- 
cessful they remain as long as their 
speculation proves profitable. 

The performance always takes place in 
the upper story of the house. At one ex- 
tremity of the roam is an elevated plat- 
form for the performers, on which is a 
firebox and tea service, and at each end 
are two candlesticks. The audience is 
seated in front. Here may be seen a 
group of peasants, there a few officials; 
girls, old men, servents and apprentices, 
all mixed up together, without regard to 
rank cr set. 
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ENGLISHMEN FOND OF EATING. 


The Average Briton Is Blessed with a 
Vigorous Appetite. 
From The London Times. 

The old English had three meals a day, 
of which the chief meal was taken when 
the work of the day was finished. The 
first meal was at 9 o’clock, dinner was 
about 3 o'clock and supper. was taken 
just before bedtime. The Normans dined 
at the old English breakfast time ora 
little later, and supper at 7 p. m. In Tu- 
dor times the higher classes dined at Iil 
o'clock and supped at 5 o'clock, but the 
merchants seldom took their meals before 
12 and 6 o’clock. 

The chief meals, dinner and supper. 
were taken in the hall both by the old 
English and the Normans, for the parlor 
did not came into use until the reign of 
Elizabeth. Breakfast did not become a 
regular meal until quite lately, and Dr. 
Murray, in. the Oxford directory, gave 
1463 as the date of the earliest quotation 
in which the word occurred. The meal 
did not become recegnized until late in 
the seventeenth century, for Pepys 
habitually took his draught of half a pint 
of Rhenish wine or a dram of strong 
waters in place of a morning meal. Dinner 
was always the great meal of the day, 
and from the accession of Henry IV to 
the death of Queen Elizabeth the dinners 
were as Sumptuous and extravagant as 
any of those now served. 

Carving was then a fine art. Each guest 
brought his own knife and spoon, for the 
small fork was not introduced into Eng- 
land until Thomas Coryate, of Odcombe, 
published his ‘‘Crudities’’ in 1611. 
took his spoon and fork with him to the 
lord mayor’s feast in 1663. The absence of 
forks led to much stress being laid upon 
the act of washing the hands both before 
and after the meals and to the rule that 
the left hand alone should be dipped into 
the common dish, the right hand being 
occupied with the knife, 

The perfect dinner at the best time of 
English cookery consisted of three 
courses, each complete in itself,°and termi- 
nated by a subtlety or device, the whole 
being rounded off with ypocras, after 
which the guests retired into another 
room, where pastry, sweetmeats arid fruit 
were served with the choicest wines. The 
English were essentially meat eaters, and 
it was not until the time of the common- 
wealth that pudding attained its extraor- 
dinary popularity; indeed, the first men- 
tion of pudding in the menus of the 
“buckfeast’’ at St. Bartholomew's hospital 
did not occur until 1710, and in 1712 is an 
item of 5 shillings for ice.

“They came in,’’ continued Mr. Simmons. 
Mr. Henry Richardson was spokesman 
for the committee. No cne introduced him, 
He made a talk of fifteen minutes without 
ary in.teriription upon the subject of what 
he cailed ‘sound money.’ 

“When he had finished I wanted to ask 
him a few questions. He was arguing that 
the fall ef prices was caused by overpro- 
duction and said that the free coinage of 
silver would not help it. I asked him fo: 
Statistics, but he said that he did not have 
any statistics with him, but he knew this, 
that as long as farmers raised ten or twelve 
million bales of cotton they would get thei 
4 or 5 cents a pound for it. 

‘“T ask this: whether he based his state- 
ment upon a comparison with consumption, 
but he said nothing. He also said that 
the stamping of the silver dollar with 
the seal of the United States did not en- 
hance its value. I asked him if this was 
true. He said that it might be increased 
a little, but that it would remain the same 
50 cents dollar. I then asked him how he 
could account for the fact that in ’78, when 
they wwere discussing the Bland-Allison 
act and there was every probability of a 
bill favorable to silver passing both houses, 
that it rose in price in the stock market 
3 or 40 cents. 

* ‘Well,’ he said, ‘Mr. Crisp had said that 
this was true and it was claimed by sev- 
eral of the silver leaders, but that he did 
not believe it.’ I informed him that it 
was true. One of his committee pulled his 
coat tail and told thhim it was right, that 
it rose about 30 or 32 cents. Then Mr. Rich- 
ardson said, ‘Maybe it did.’ 

Against the Farmers. 

“I asked Mr. Richardson about the price 
of products, whether it would not increase 
the price of products to have free coinage 

Silver. He said that our interests are 
not with the farmer exactly. He said that 
he had never believed that laboring men in 
the cities who worked for fixed salaries 
Were identified with the farming element. 
He said that he did rot think that the 
working men in the cities should ally them- 
Selves with the farmers, that it was to our 
interest to get our products as cheap as 
possible, and, on the other hand, to hold 
our wages up; that he had been identified 
With salaried laboring classes in the com- 
mercial world for a number of years and 
Studied the matter from his standpoint, 
and that he honestly believed that our in- 
terests were separate and distinct from 
those of the farmers. . 

i then asked him if it was not a fact 
that where the farmers of the country 
were prosperous and happy and money 
plentiful we did not find all lines of 
labor in the same condition. 

“He did not answer this, but bowed and 
thanked us, then excused ‘himself. 


As to Working Classes and Silver. 
“I find the working classes about 90 per 
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cent for silver that I have talked to,” con- 
tinued Mr. Simmons, after he had finished 
his account of the visit of the committee. 
“I belong to several labor organizations, 
that is, I am identified with several in a 
business way, and I have seen them polled 
Several times, and invariably it was a dec- 
laration for silver. I believe that the work- 
ing classes of Atlanta are in favor of it.” 

“I am surprised,” said another well 
known workingman yesterday, “that these 
gold pevple are just beginning to take an 
interest in the working classes. I don’t 
See what's the matter with them lately, 
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but maybe they have come too late. We 
know that our salaries have been cut un- 
der the gold and bond administration, and 
we know that we will be cut twice as much 
if the gold standard comes, We can’t have 
any higher wages now because if we ask 
for them we are told to get out, as there are 
ten men waiting for every place. We know 
that free and unlimited coinage will rem- 
edy all this, and the work of these gold 
men can’t have any effect.’’

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THE DELKS TAKEN — 
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BACK TO PIKE 


Taylor jand Tom Carried Yesterday to 
the Scene of Their Crime. 


ESCORTED BY NINE OFFICERS 


Sheriff Slade Was at the Head and 


Guarantees Protection. 


THEIR TRIAL WILL COME UP TODAY 


No Mob Violence Expected, but the 
Jail at Zebulon Is Securely 
Guarded. 


Old man Taylor Delk and son, Tom, 
were carried back to the scene of their 
crime, in Pike county, yesterday after- 
noon, 

Sheriff J. C. Slade, of that county, came 
up from Zebulon yesterday morning with 
a possee of nine men, all armed to the 
teeth. 

The prisoners were turned over to the 
Pike county authorities on an order issued 
to Chief Connolly by Governor Atkinson, 
stating that Sheriff Slade had a legal 
right to the possession of the two men. 

Superior court is now in session at 
Zebulon. Judge Marcus W. Beck is presid- 
ing and the case of the Delks will be 
called. today. Solicitor Bloodworth will 
prosecute them. Neither of the prisoners 
has secured covnsel for his defense and 
they are entirely at the mercy of the Pike 
county authorities, who will no doubt give 
them a good lawyer and a fair trial. 


No Lynching Expected. 

While the sheriff and his deputies do 
not expect any mob violence, they came 
to Atlanta fully prepared for such an 
emergency. 

Every man was fully armed with a 
winchester rifle, a good pistol and a large 
supply of cartridges. They are a brave 
and determined set of. men, and declare 
that they wil] defend the outlaws if their 
lives are lost in the attempt. 

Before eaving Zebulon yesterday morn- 
ing Judge Beck had the mien deputized, 
who, by the way, are some of the most 
prominent citizens of the county, and 
put them under oath that they would de- 
fend the prisoners to the last. 

The officers do not expect any mob 
violence. While the feeling around at the 
old home of the Delks is pretty strong 
against them, yet an agreement has been 
made between the people and the authori- 
ties to give the men a fair trial. 

The two alleged outlaws are safely lock- 
ed behind the bars of the Zebulon jail, 
and a good force of men is kept on guard 
day and night. 

Afraid To Go Back. 

The two outlaws were very much afraid 
to return to Pike county. As they were 
taken from their cells and securely hand- 
cuffed together yesterday afternoon, both 
men were exceedingly nervous, and Tom 
Was as pale as a sheet. 

The officers who took the Delks back 
are the same men who surrounded their 
home that memorable Friday night, and 
who were with Sheriff Guinn when he was 
shot. 

This fact greatly added to the terror 
of the prisoners and they made a request 
that they might have some protection 
from Atlanta. Chief Connolly has’ the 
utmost confidence in Sheriff Slade and his 
deputies, however, and he refused to grant 
the request, believing that the prisoners 
would be given every possible protection. 

Sheriff Slade and his deputies arrived in 
the city from Zebulon about 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and they attracted a 
good deal of attention as they marched 
through the streets with their winchesters 
to the station house. 

The leader’ of the party walked up to 
the police station and informed the keeper 
that he had come for the Delks. He was 
referred to Chief Connolly, who refused to 
give up the men without an order from 
Governor Atkinson. 

Consults with the Governor. 

For awhile yesterday afternoon the Pike 
county authorities were in doubt as to 
whether they would be allowed to take 
back their captives. The governor refused 
to turm over the Delks until he was satis- 
fied that they would be fully protected, 
consequently he sent for Sheriff Slade, who 
held a long consultation with the chief 
executive, assuring hinmr that the transfer 
was perfectly legal, and that. he and his 
men would defend the outlaws to the last. 

Governor Atkinson then telegraphed to 
Judge Beck, at Zebulon, and received a 
prompt reply that the statements of Sher- 
iff Slade were correct. The governor then 
issued an order to Chief Connolly instruct- 
ing him to turn over the prisoners. 

Taken to the Train. 

At 3:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
Delks were taken from their cells and 
securely handcuffed together. Tom’s 
hands were bound to his father’s, and their 


legs were secured in the same manner, 
thereby rendering walking very uncom- 
fortable. 


As Tom gazed at the officers for the 
first time, he was exceedingly nervous, 
and very pale. He told them that he had 
never seen them before, but that all he 
wanted was fair play, and that if they 
would treat him right he would azt in the 
same manner. 

The two prisoners then took their seats 
in the big patrol wagon surrounded by 
the officers. A large crowd of eager 
sightseers was in front of the _ station 


- house, mfany of whom followed the wagon 


up Decatur street. 

As the vehicle proceeded to the depot old 
man Delk seemed to revive in spirits and 
would occasionally salute some old friend 
on the streets, but Tom remained perfectly 
quiet. 

There were several hundred people at 
the depot when the wagon arrived, at- 
tracted out of curiosity to get one glance 
at the famous outlaws. The crowd steadily 
increased, and when the Southern train 
pulled out for Zebulon at 4 o’clock there 
were perhaps fully 2,000 people under the 
carshed. 

The party -occupied the smoking ‘car. 
Taylor and Tom sat together about the cen- 
ter of the coach completely surrounded by 
the deputies, who kept a close eye on their 
prisoners, As the train rolled over White- 
hall street crossing and out under the 
Broad street bridge the unhappy father and 
his son took one last long look at the city, 
then settled down in their seats, the pris- 
oners of the men whom they had once de- 
fied. An inexpressible look of sadness and 
fear was plainly noticeable on the counte- 
nances of both men as a fuller realization 
of their uncertain future began to dawn 


upon them, 
Taylor Delk Talks. 
A constitution representative called on 


old man Delk in his cell only a short time 
before he was removed. 

“Yes,”’ said he, “I am ’feared to go back 
to Pike county. I am innocent of killin’ 
Guinn, but I can’t git a fair trial thar and 
you know it. I am willin’ to stand my 
trial anywhere but thar’. 

“These men who hev’ cum fer me are the 
same fellers that surrounded my house 
that night, and I hed jist as soon go back 
with a set of bushwackersy’’ ; 

“Do you think you can prove your ‘inno- 
cence?” - 

“Yes, I think I can. I know that a 
whole lot of them fellers is going to swear 
that I was in my house when Guinn was 
killed, but they are mighty common people 
and the oath of one honest man is worth 
what nine or ten of them will swear. 

“All I want Is a fair trial and protection 
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They may convict me

_ Sheriff Interviewed. 

Sheriff Shade, of Pike county, was ‘also 
Seen yesterday afternoon relative to the 
Delks’ chances at thescoming frial. 

Ss “I don't anticipate any trouble,” said he, 
and I am almost sure that our people will 
allow the prisoners a fair trial. | 

The citizens of Pike county are a law- 
abiding people and they will let the law 
take its course. An agreement to this effect 
Was made between the citizens and the of- 
ficers last Monday.” 

What would your people do if the court 
should fail to convict the Delks?” 

‘Well, you need not be afraid of any such 
thing as that. If, however, a jury by some 
means or other, should bring in a verdict 
of not guilty, then the Delks would have 
to look out for themselves. I am afraid to 
Say what would happen,” 

What kind of a case has your attorney 
made against them?’ 

“Just the best tn the world. We don’t 
want any better. The solicitor hag been 
all over the county securing witnesses, and 
he has secured sufficient evidence to hang 
both of them, He just told me the other 
day that he did not need any more testi- 
mony, 

“‘Now that story that old man Delk tells 
about his not being in the house when 
Guinn was shot is alla farce. He did killa 
dog that day, but did not carry it off, as he 
Claims, for that dog was there the next 
morning. Besides, we can prove by some 
of the best men in Pike county that they 
saw Delk go into the house just before the 
shooting; saw him inside just after the 
sheriff was killed, and saw him go out 
afferwards. 

“The outlaws will have a fair trial by an 
impartial jury. I don’t fear any mob vio- 
lence, but if there is we will protect the 
prisoners to the very last.” 

Arrival at Zebulon. 

Zepulon, Ga.. May 25.—(Special.)—The 
special term of Pike superior court con- 
vened here today, Judge Beck presiding, 
for the trial of certain criminal cases. The 
case of Joe Johnson, who, in an altercation 
with Pink Smith, at Concord, on the @#h 
of January, 1895, shot and killed him, was 
taken up and will consume a day or two 
before it is concluded. 

Mr. MeWHliams, Tom Delk’s ‘captor, 
came here today. Crowds have  0»been 
around him all day, to whom he related 
the thrilling story of Delk’s capture. 

A large crowd is in attendance upon the 
court. Many came here thinking the 
Delks had been brought down from Atlanta 
yesierday, and when they learned that a 
guard had gone for them today who would 
return with the notorious outlaws on the 
€ o'clock train this afternoon, many de- 
cided to rernain and see them. 

Ccurt adjourned at 2 o’cleck, but the peo- 
ple did not go home. They wanted to see 
the Delks, the min who had so cruelly shot 
down one of the most prominent men in 
the county. So long before the train was 
‘lue the crowd began to gather at the depot, 
the women and children filling the front 
porches and the negroes the streets. A 
guard of several men with shotguns was 
stationed at the depot ostensibly to protect 
the prisoners from violence. The train 
rolled in, 4he engineer smiling. ‘The crowd 
saw their mistake. The train had been 
stopped a few hundred yards from the de- 
pot and the Delks rushed in a run to the 
jail. The crowd ri:shed also in a run to the 
jail, but got there too late. The prisoners 
were behind the bars and their pruards 
standing in the door fanning and wiping the 
perspiration from their faces. The jail 
will be strongly guarded tonight. but no 
aitempt at violence is anticipated.

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BRING BIG PRICES 


Bids at Low Rates of Interest Come from 
All Parts of the Country. 


STATE’S CREDIT STANDS HIGH 


Her Bonds Will Sell Higher Than 
Those of Almost Any Other State. 


WILL BE AWARDED TODAY BY THE GOVERNOR 


Bids Were Opened Yesterday by Treas- 
urer Hardeman, and the Governor 
Is Now Looking Over Them. 


On yesterday morning the bids on Geor- 
gia’s new issue of bonds for $242,000 were 
opened in the treasury department at the 
State capitol in the presence of the treas- 
urer. 

A number of financial agents, represent- 
ing firms bidding on the bonds, were also 
present. 

The highest bid made was by Mr. John 
W. Dickey, of Augusta. This bid was for 
97.76 for the 3% per cent bonds. Under the 
proviso of the bill auwthorizing the sale of 
the bonds, however, the governor is. not 
permitted to accept any bids below par, so 
this bid of Mr. Dickey’s is void. 

The next highest bid, and the highest 
bid that is legal, is that of Randolph Kley- 
bolt & Co., of Cincinnati. This firm bids 
105.54 for the 4 per cents, and 97.75 for the 
3% per cents, falling just 1 cent per hundred 
below Mr. Dickey’s bid on the 3%%’s. 

There is a possibility that Mr. Dickey will 
raise his bid to par if the state will raise 
the interest in proportion, making the rate 
of interest about 3.65. If this is done the 
bid will be the best made, and Mr. Dickey 
will probably get the entire issue, thus go- 
ing to a Georgia firm. | 

The governor will look over the bids to- 
day, and will probably award them today 
or tomorrow. 

The Bids in Detail. 

There were bids in from all parts of the 
country. Chicago, Cincinnati and New 
York firms were represented, and quite a 
number came from Georgia. 

When the doors of the big safe in the 
treasury department were opened there was 
quite a crowd present, including statehouse 
officials and representatives of the firms 
who had bids in, Among the agents pres- 
ent were: W. J. Haynes & Son, of Cleve- 
land, O.; Mr. J. E. Chapin, representing 
Lambrecht Bros. & Co., of Cleveland; Mr. 
G. W. York, representing. Deitz, Denison & 
Prior, of Cleveland and Boston; Mr. John 
W. Dickey, of Augusta, and Mr. J. A. 
Speer, of LaGrange, representing them- 
selves; Mr. J. A. McCord, representing the 
Third National bank, of Atlanta; Mr. 
Charles H. Shaw, representing Rudolph, 
Kleybolt & Co., of Cincinnati, O. Mr. H. 
A. Ensign, representing E. D. Shepard & 
Co., of New York; Mr. P. C. Richards, rep- 
resenting Edward C. Jones & Co., of New 
York. 

When the governor ¢ame in, shortly after 
12, the treasurer opened the bids and read 
them out, while the attorney general took 
them down in order. 

E. D. Spehard & Co., of New York, 101.% 
for 4 per cents; 93 ‘for 3%’s. W. Jd. 
Haynes & Son, of Chicago, par for the 
bonds, and a premium of $16,360 for the 
whole issue at 4 per cent. Lambrecht Bros. 
& Co., of Cleveland, O,, 103.60 for 4's. The 
highest bid at or above par was that of 
Randolph, Kleybolt & Co., of New York 
and Cincinnati, for 105.544 for 4’s, and 3%’s 
at the same proportional rate, or about 97 
Other bids were as follows: From Deitz, 
Denison & Prior, of Cleveland and Boston, 
of 102.78 for the 4 per cent bonds and 96.10 
for the 3% per cent bonds; from Ed. C. 
Jores & Co., of New York, 102.19 for the 
4 per cents; from John W. Dickey, of Au- 
gusta, 194.87 for the 4 per cents and 97.77 
for the 3% per cents; from the Third Na- 
tionil bank, of Atlanta 101.16 for the 4 per 
cents; from George W. Parrott, 102.78, and 
from George A, Sreer, 101 for the 4 per 
cents. 

The decision will probably be anrounced 
today, and the contract awarded. 

What the Bonds Are For. 

This issue of boads is negotiated to pay 
off that portion of the public debt falling 
due on the ist of July, 1896, the amount, 
$242,000, being the balance not covered by 
the sinking fund of the state to pay off the 
old bonds. The present issue of bonds is to 
run to the Ist day of July, 1896, and are not 
to be sold below par, or to bear a rate of 
interest exceeding 4 per cent. 

A Splendid Showing. . 

The: bids made show clearly how high 
Georgia stands as a debtor in financial cir- 
cles. The bids on the present issue of bonds 
ere better than have have ever been receiv- 
ed for any former issue, except in one or 
two instances, where a combination of cir- 
cumstances created a market for bonds 
that does not now exist. Taken altogether, 
and going before the market strictly on 
their merit and backed by the credit of the 
state, without any unusual market demand, 
the showing is a splendid one, and such as 
few states in the union could make, 

The governor and the officials of the 
treasury department are wonderfully pleas- 
ed with the success of the bond issue, and 
it is sure to raise Georgia’s standing in 
financial circles higher than ever. 


NEW COTTON MILL ESTABLISHED 


Chautauqua Grounds Purchased for 
Manufacturing Purposes. 

The merry music of the spindle and loom 
will soon be heard in the chautauqua 
grounds at Lithia Springs. 

A company of capitalists have purchased 
the grounds and have decided to erect a 
cotton mill of 3,000 spindles capacity in the 
place which a few years ago was devoted 
to the summer ‘schools of Georgia’s chau- 
tauqua. 

The great majority of the stack is owned 
by capitalists of Providence, but local in- 
vestors have considerable interest in the 
new enterpise. 

Among the Atlantians interested are 
United States District Attorney Joe James, 
Columbus Blair, Camp Strickland and J. A. 
Watson. 

The contract for the machinery for the 
new mill has been signed and in a few 
weeks it will be placed in position.

CINCINNATI OFFICIALS HERE TO 
EXAMINE IT. 
Spent Yesterday at Stone Mountain 
Trying To Arrive at a Decision. 
Will Examine Other Quarries. 


City Engineext Stanleyg of Cincinnati, 
ard John Frey, of the board of adminis- 
tration of that city, were in Atianta yes- 
terday and spent the greater protion of 
the day at Lithonia examining the granite 
at the different quarries there. 

For ten years Cincinnatl has been buy- 
ing her granite from the quarries at Li- 
thonia. Tests have been made for the 
purpose of deciding which quarry at Li- 
thonia afforded the best granite. The ques- 
tion Was apparently decided to the satis- 
faction of all concerned, but some time ago 
& controversy erose over the matter again. 
It was claimed by some that the granite 
taken from some of the quarries was in- 
ferior to that taken from others. This 
controversy is the cause of Atlanfa having 
as her guests two of the most prominent 
citizens of the fairwesterncity. 

The visitors made examinations yester- 
day and will in ali probability spend to- 
day out among the quarries carrying on 
their examinations. It will be some time 
before tey announce cheir decision in the 
matter. Whatever their decision it will 
have no effect on the Shipment of granite 
from Georgia to Cincinnati. Thev will 
determine which of the many quarries af- 
fords the best granite and from those they 
will continue to purchase granite. 

Georgia granite is about the best to be 
found in the United States, and the fact 
that it is used im preference to all others 
by one of the largest cities of the west 
shows that it has made a wida reputation. 
Circinnati is by no means the only city 
that uses Georgia granite exclusively, It 

made itself a reputation all over the 
country, and it is thought by all whe know 
anything about granite that the investi- 
gation now going on will only prove the 
fact that the granite from one quarry is 
as good as that from another.

NEWS OF THE ROADS 


The Lease Bond for the Northeastern’s 
Lease Ready for Filing. 


SUBMITTED TO THE GOVERNOR 


He Says That It Is Satisfactory—Noth- 
ing Known Here of Colonel 
Haines’s Intentions. 


Mr. &. A. Richards submitted his bond 
to Governor Atkinson yesterday as lessee 
of the Northeasterr. road. The bond is 
signed by citizens of Atlanta and the 
eovernor said that it was ample. It fs 
for only $15,000. 

There was some misapprehension as to 
the @ate of the beginning of the lease and 
the papers which had been prepared had 
to be rewritten. The papers will be fixed 
up In a few days and the new lessees ex- 
pect to take charge June Ist. Mr. Rich- 
ards stated yesterday that he will have 
a surveying corps in the field by June 15th. 
As soon as he gets a certain amount of 
bonds sold along the line of the proposed 
road he is pledged all the rest of the capi- 
tal necessary.to build tthe line. He has al- 
ready more than half the amount guaran- 
teed that he is to raise along the line and 
can get the rest in a very short time. 
Indeed parties who want to get in have 
promised to help him dispose of the 
hords. But there will be no troublke on 
that sccre, it would seem, from present 
imdications. 


TO BRIDGE THE TRACKS. 


HAPEVILLE ROAD WILL CROSS 
THE SOUTHERN ON A BRIDGE. 
County Officials and the Railroad 
People Made an Inspection of the 
Site Yesterday. 


The Southern railway will construct a 
substantial suspension bridge over its 
track at the end of South Pryor street and 
as soon as the necessary survey can be 
made work will be started on the structure. 

Yesterday morning the county commis- 
sioners and representatives of the road 
were driven out to the proposed site and 
the nratter was investigated. 

The extension of South Pryor street and 
the building of the new Hapeville road 
have made it necessary that the tracks at 
this point be bridged -for the safely of the 
public. There are a number of tracks 
which are used by the Southern for yard 
purposes and it would not be safe for a 
crossing to be made on a level with the 
tracks, as switch engines are constantly 
shifting cars at this point. 

The bridge to be erected will be the width 
of the road—sixty feet—and will be of the 
best material and will be one of the 
bridges about Atlanta. The approach to 
the bridge from both sides will be con- 
structed by the county and will be paved 
with chert. 

The tracks of.the Southern at this point 
are considerably lower than the grade of 
the road, and there will be no difficulty in 
making the bridge on a level with the road. 


COLONEL HAINES IN NEW YORK. 


No One Here Knows What He Will Do 
with the Offer. 
Commissioner H. SS. Haines, of the 
freight association, is in New York. A 
bulletin was posted in the stock exchange 
there last week to the effect that he had 


‘been offered the position of general man- 


ager of the Manhattan elevated roads. 
Nothing is known here of his decision, 
Whether he will accept or decline. One of 
his friends says that he does not think 
<olonel Haines will accept. It is certain 
that the roads in the Southern States 
Freight Association do not want to lose 
hiny. Colonel Haines is filling his position 
in a manner that commands the respect of 
all. It is impossible to satisfy everybody, 
but the commissioner seeks to do exact 
justice and to assist the roads in getting 
their full share of the revenue of their 
business. 

The gossip about this offer.of the general 
managership of the New York L roads 
brings out a little story connected with 
the retirement of Colonel Haines as presi- 
dent of the American Railway Assgcia- 
tion a few weeks ago. 

E. B. Thomas, president of the Erie lines, 
after quite an eulogy on Colonel Haines, 
submitted resolutions setting forth the 
manifold benefits received by the associa- 
tion during the past ten years while the 
colonel was at the helm. Mr. Pitcairn, 
general agent of the Pennsylvania lines 
at Pittsburg and superintendent of their 
Pittsburg division, followed with: 

“IT rise to second the motion of Mr. 


_Thomas, and I do not know how to clothe 


the language to express my feelings re- 
specting what Mr. ‘Thonras has said in re- 
gard to our retiring president. But there 
is one thing that Colonel Haines always 
did as president of this association. In his 
administraticn_as president, the man he 
most differed from, which was sometimes 
myself, he gave the greatest consideration 
to. He tried to convert me, but the idea 
of a man converting a Scotchman is sim- 
ply ridiculous. (Laughter.) I rise to sec- 
ond the motion of Mr. Thomas, and in say- 
ing this will add that no fairer president 
ever presided than Colonel Haines (ap- 
plause); he is a true southern gentleman 
(applause), and when I say that a man is 
a true southern gentleman, I nrean that 
he is second only to a true Scotch gen- 
tleman.”

New Orleans line was added and the bridge 
was built over the Ohio, Cairo was left 
three and a half miles away from the line, 
and through trains ceased to enter the city. 
Suit was brought in the name of the 
state, and the IIi:nois supreme court sus- 
tained the law and required even the fast 
mail train to make the detour into the 
city and back to the main line. The 
United States supreme court has now re- 
versed this decision and declared the law 
unconstitutional. 
The Gate System. . 

The gate system, under which passen- 
gers are required to show their tickets 
before entering the cars, was put in ef- 
fect on the Atlantic system of the South- 


ern Pacific a few weeks ago, and imnredi- 
ately a kick went up from Texas freemen 
that nearly cracked the dome of heaven. 

But soon it began to appear that nobody 
was hurt by the new regulation and now 
the sensative people are beginning to find 
that it is really a good thing for travelers. 
Thus a traveling man says to a Galveston 
News man: “It’s a first-rate system. It’s 
a little inconvenient to set down your 
grips while your ticket: is being punched, 
but you know when you leave the car 
at the eating station that there is not 
going to be a gang of tramps chasing 
through the car trom one end to the other, 
that the ice water is not going to be con- 
sumed by non-travelers, and that the ar- 
ticles lying around loose are safe from the 
outside public at jeast." Put me down as 
one drummer who has no kick against the 
gate system. I would Lke to see it in ef- 
fect on all the roads.” 

The Norfolk and Western. 

The Norfolk and Western's deficit last 
year was $964,959, and adding to this 
$289,738, which was charged to income ac- 
count, the total deficit was $1,254,692. The 
company’s rate per ton per mile for 189 
was .466 cent and the profit .108. The rate 
was the lowest in the company’s history, 
with the exception of 189, and the profit 
was the lowest without any exeception. 

The receiver’s report does not show what 
the company can do under normal condi- 
tions, because several factors combined 
to depress earnings during 189%. Chief 
among these was the coal miners’ strike_in 
the Pocahontas coal fields, which began in 
May and lasted about five months. The 
Norfolk and Western is pre-eminently a 
coal carrier and the stopping of this class of 
freight cut sharply into the receipts. Coke 
and coal carried fell off from 4,904,908 
tons in 1894 to 4,142,087 tons in 1895, a loss 
of 762.871 tons. This was probably due 
entirely to the Pocahontas strike, for when 
that began there was a large increase in 
the coa! traffic over previous years of the 
tonnage of the first four months of 1890, 
being 330,815 tons in excess of 1894. During 
the five months of the strike the coal traf- 
fic fell. off 919,977 tons, and even in the last 
months of the vear when the strike Was 
over there was still a shortage of 125,809 
tons, as com»ared with the preceding year. 

Railway Notes. 

Commissioner Thomas is expected home 
today. The executive board of the passenger 
association did not meet at Old Point last 
week. The members were too busy with 
freight matters. 

John A. Scott, general agent of the pas- 
senger department of the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott and Memphis and of the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham roads, with his 
office at Memphis, has been appointed di- 
vision passenger agent of the Illinois Cen- 
tral. Mr. Scott succeeds James Dinkins. 
Eugene Sutcliffe succeeds Scott. Sutcliffe is 
city passenger agent of the Kansas City 
and Birmingham road. 

Traffic managers of Colorado-California 
railways have decided to apply to Colorado 
common points the commodity rates from 
the Missouri river to the Pacific coast. Thus 
Denver will be placed upon an equal foot- 
ing with Omaha, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph in the distribution of manufactured 
products to the Pacific coast. 

E. B. Hathaway, private secretary to 
General Manager Rose, of the Louisiana 
Northern, has been appointed auditor of 
the same company.

And Still the Heat. 


The weather chart of last evening showed 
an area of low barometric pressure hover- 
ing over the Ohio valley and lake regions 
with its center near Chicago, while the 
pressure increased to the south and east 
until a slight margin of ‘‘high’’ was formed 
along the gulf and Atlantic coasts.

FOREMAN COOPER’S SIDE. 


Says He Was Misrepresented on the 
Social Equality Question. 
James. Cooper, foreman at the Atlanta 
machine works, at which some trouble 
curred last week, says he was. mirrepre- 
seuted on some statements he made con- 
cerning the social equality of the races. 
He furnises the following card in explana- 
tion: 

“Atlanta, Ga., May 25, 1896—Editor Consti- 
tution: 1 wish to correct some false state- 
ments that appeared in the papers a few 
days previous, concerning myself, which 
I consider a great injustice to any man 
and more so to a stranger in your city; for 
right is r‘ght the world over. 

‘?t do not for one instant consider ne- 
groes equal to whites, mentally, morally 
nor intellectually.. Social equality never 
has nor never will exist; again, social rela- 
tions are strictly home affairs, and have no 
connection with commercial transactions 
in the work shop. There are a great Many 
ways of being equal. I said and maintain 
that the right to labor for our daily bread 
should be equally shared by both white 
and black. 

‘Since the right to labor was the disputed 
point, I simply used the word equal in a 
broad sense, and did not intend it for pub-+ 
lication. 

“At the conference which followed I found 
the workmen had misconstrued my mean- 
ing of the word. I immediately drew a 
simple illustration. between iron and steel, 
showing how they might be equal in one 
respect while vastly different in others. 
This seemed satisfactory to most of them, 
but some did not comprehend, which dis- 
gusted me and I remarked they should 
educate themselves to see a point, hence 
the remark in the papers to gain public 
sympathy. 

‘In another place I noticed that my ac- 
tions were partly due to the fact that they 
were union men. I never knew they be- 
longed to any union until I read that ar- 
ticle. Again, my actions are _ entirely 
cornscientious; bribery, fear nor prejudice 
have no influence whatever upon the action 
of a gentleman. 

“T bear no amimosity toward anv of my 
workmen, whether they published the state- 
ment in good faith or maliciously, put sim- 
ply wish to correct erroneous impressions. 
The rest I will leave for time to tell the 
truth, which never wronged any man.

The Block Visited by the Great Sunday 
Fire May Soon Be Rebuilt—Col- 
lins Street Redeemed. 


The old Markham hotel will doubtless be 
rebuilt in the near future. 

And the valuable piece of property which 
for years was occupied by the old land- 
mark will be handsomely improved. 

The owners of the building which was de- 
stroyed by the great Sunday fire will hold 
a meeting in a few days and decide the 
character of the structure to be erected 
on the site. 

This meeting would have been held last 
week, but the settlement with the insur- 
ance companies has not been completed and 
no action will be taken until this is done. 
Just as soon ag the losses are adjusted the 
owners will confer with each other and 
when they'‘decide upon their plan work will 
me begun on the new building. 

Pending the settlement of the losses, an- 
Other interesting question is being dis- 
cussed by proprety owners of the block, 
and Wall street, which now ends at the old 
Markham site, may be extended to But- 
ler street, fronting along the property of 
the Georgia Railroad. 

If this is done all the property in the 
block will be greatly enhanced in value and 
the property fronting on Collins street will 
probably be improved with business houses. 

To Rebuild the Markham. 

For many years the Markham was one of 
the finest hotels in the south, and was 
known to every tourist and commercial 
traveler who stopped in the city. 

On account of the advertising of these 
years the owners will doubtless rebuild the 
hotel, although an office building has been 
suggested. 

“We don’t know just what we will do,” 
said Mr. Dougherty yesterday, who is one 
of the owners of the old building. 

“We have not completed our loss adjust- 
ment yet, and have not held a meeting. 
This meeting may be held in a few days 
end then we will decide on how we can 
use the property to the best advantage.”’ 

Favors Wall Street Extension. 


Mr. Dougherty said he was favorable to 


the extension of Wall street through the 
propery and on to Butler street. 
“If the street is extended,”’ said he, “‘it 


will give an excellent railroad front which | 


could be used to advantage. 

“The extension of the street would im- 
prove all the adjoining property and I 
think it would be a good plan.” 

Mr. Dougherty said he had been reliably 
informed that the Collins street property 
would not be again used for immoral pur- 
poses and that substantial buildings would 
be erected on that street. 

In a few days the total loss resulting from 
the fire will be adjusted and other proper- 
ty owners will begin clearing out the debris 
and preparing to rebuild. ‘ 

The Markham was owned by the follow- 
ing parties: John Silvey, one-fourth inter- 
est; D. O. Dougherty, one-fourth: R. D. 
Spalding, one-sixth; Mrs. John Grambling, 
one-sixth, and the estate of the late D. N. 
Speer, one-sixth. The property was bought 
seven years ago by the present owners for 
$104,000, and $36,000 was used in refitting and 
refurnishing it.

Chicago, May 25.—The only thing encour- 
aging to wheat bulls this morning was the 
Michigan crop report, which made a very 
low condition in that state. This for awhile 
had a very steadying influence and caused 
some local buyers, but outsiders doing 
practically little trade and the outside do- 
ing practically nothing, the dullness soon 
began to tell on prices, and at wone time 
during the first: hour it looked very much 
as if they would show considerable decline; 
tut secaipers came to their buying and held 
the market steady. Outside of this, how- 
ever, there was apparently no support, and 


it only needed a little selling to cause a 
heavy feeling. About noon this selling 
made its appearance, coming principaliy 


New York and St. Louis, and under 
its weight prices quickly sank about ile 
per bushel, with no reaction. The selling 
from St. Louis seemed to be influenced by 
the decline in cash wheat, while that from 
New York was on account of no export 
demand. Clearances amounted to only 
116,000 bushels. On the other. hand north- 
western receipts were only 500 cars. The 
visible decreased 1,800,000 bushels, which is 
not enough at this season of the year. The 
amount on passage increased 800,900 bush- 
els. Liverpool was closed on account of a 
holiday, and consequently no estimate of 
the world’s shipments to Europe for the 
past week were received from there. The 
situation has practically undergone no 
change for the better, and so long, as 
there is no export demand and little wheat 
going out of the country, and in view of 
the very light business in all cereals, there 
is lfttle encouragement for holders of 
wheat.

The Cereal Situation. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

The weakness of the wheat market of 
this country last week in the face of some 
of the worst private crop advices yet re- 
ceived and the acknowledgment by the con- 
servative Price Current that the condition 
of the crop is deterioating seems to need a 
word of explanation. First of all it may 
be stated that it was not due to excessive 
short sales by the wicked bears. That ex- 
Planation is too often put forward in all 
Speculative markets by unfortunate longs 
to excuse Or cover up an error of judgment 
on their part. In fact there was a consid- 
erable eflort made to work up a bullish 
sentiment on the unfavorable crop news, 
but the response was feeble and only small, 
nervous rallies were produced. -The reason 
for this is found in the fact that what is 
known as the outside public, the occasional 
speculators, including the countrymen, are 
not operating to any extent in the market 
and the operators of more experience see 
Several features in the situation which 
make them timid about buying. Chief 
among these are the facts that a new har- 
vest period is at hand, that stocks of old 
Wheat in sight in this country are very 
liberal and that Eurvpe is not inclined to 
make export purchases owing to the fine 
crop prospects abroad. The crop reports 
are also somewhat mixed, not all of them 
being of such a pessimistic character, and 
no satisfactory answer has been given to 
the pertinent question of why the country- 
men do not buy more freely, if the outlook 
for the crop is so bad, as they have always 
been doing in the past. It is not safe to 
assume that there can be no advance in 
the next few weeks, but it is certain that 
there will be no rise of importance in prices 
until some of the conditions noted above 
are changed. It apparently needs a more 
definite confirmation of a serious shortage 
hagas ¢rop to stimulate speculative buy- 

Reports as to what the weather during 
the past week has done for the crop are 
quite conflicting, but it is only reasonable 
to give credit to those which report im- 
provement in winter wheat in the southwest 
aS a result of the copious rainfall. This 
has checked the ravages of insects and the 
injury being done by the drought and hot 
winds, More or less damage was undoubt- 
€dly done previous to these rains, but the 
best information at hand seems to indicate 
that Kansas and Missouri will yield con- 
siderably more wheat than last season. 
East of the Mississippi the rainfall has not 
been so heavy, but a fair amount of moist- 
ure has fallen. Private advices have noted 
damage in Indiana, Ohio and particularly in 
Michigan from rust and ravages of the 
hessian fly. Up to last week the crop in 
the latter state was generally reported in 
a very satisfactory condition and. accounts 
of the crop being reduced 50 per cent, or 
even more, so freely circulated last week, 
do not yet receive full evidence. On the 
Whole the winter wheat crop appears to be 
Spotted and irregular, but while the aggre- 
&ate yield will probably not be a full aver- 
age, there ig not sufficient evidence of the 
right character to assume at present that 
the shortage will be sufficient to have much 
inuflence on the world’s supplies. 

The unfavorable crop reports from the 
northwest all come from the Red River 
valley, a section of the country which pro- 
duced last- year perhaps about 60,000,000 
bushels of wheat. In this valley the most 
conservative reports indicate that only 
about 60 per cent of the wheat acreage will 
be seeded this year, owing to the excessive 
rainfall. In other sections of the north- 
west the only changes in acreage reported 
have been in the way of an increase, and 
owing to the copious supply of moisture it 
is’ believed crop prospects are excellent. 
Where wheat was sown late in the north- 
west the chances of a favorable result have 
of course, been somewhat reduced, but the 
final outcome depends on the weather here- 
after. Some advices say the excess of old 
spring wheat still in the country is almost 
enough to offset the decreased acreage. 

The statistical situation continues to de- 
velop disappointing features. The north- 
west continues to pour forth a large vol- 
ume of wheat from the phenomenal crop of 
last season, the aggregate movement to the 
principal markets so far being at least 
per cent larger than in the twa preceding 
years. While the spring wheat crop is or- 
dinarily only about one-third of the total 
yield of the country, it is by far the most 
important factor in the speculative mar- 
kets, owing to the large percentage mar- 
keted for’ consumption outside the states 
where it is grown; for instance, out of 14§,- 
040,000 bushels of wheat sent to the nine 
primary markets during forty-six weeks of 
this season about 150,000,000 bushels have 
been spring wheat. This is a rather larger 
proportion than usual, but last year for 
the same period the receipts of spring 
wheat were nearly three times as large as 
of Winter wheat. These figures show the 
immense importance of the spring wheat 
crop in this country and explain why the 
shortage in the winter wheat crop of last 
year had so little influence on prices. Al- 
though receipts of wheat at the seaboard 


were quite liberal last week the export 
clearances continue small. One naturally 


begins to wonder why that 30,000,000 bushels 
of wheat sold for lfay to July shipment to 
Europe does not move out of the country 
faster. The reports last winter certainly 
seemed to be worthy of credit, and it is to 
be hoped export clearances will increase 
in the immediate fuaure. New export en- 
gagements have been a little larger. 

The following table shows the aggregate 
receipts for the week at nine primary mar- 
kets of wheat, eorn and oats, with our 
usual comparison:

The exports of wheat and oflur included 
631,000 bushels from the Pacific coast, 
against 402,000 bushels the previous week. 

There has been nothing new in advices 
from Europe. There have been some hints 
about unfavorable developments in regard 
to the French crop, but there is an entire 
lack of anything like a confirmation of im- 
portant injury, and therefore it may still 
be assumed that the outlook is for a crop 
in that country large enough to afford an 
exportable surplus. It was only a few 
years ago that that country used to im- 
port 40,000,000 to 50,000,000 bushels yearly to 
supplement the home crop. Nothing un- 
favorable has been heard about the crop 
in other important European countries. 
Eastern Europe continues to ship wheat 
in large quantities, and it is undoubtedly 
these two factors which make western Eu- 
rope so indifferent to American wheat, for 
the supplies from south of the equator con- 
tinue very light.

FOR HIS LIFE 


His Case Was Called in the Criminal 
Court Yesterday Morning, 


MANY WITNESSES TESTIFY 


And the Case Will Go to the Jury 
Today. a 


HE IS CHARGED WITH KILLING DECATUR 


And the State Will Endeavor To Prove 
That the Shooting Was Crimi- 
nal Negligence. 


Ex-Policeman W. N. Hudson is on trial 
for his life in the criminal superior court. 

His case was taken up the first thing 
yesterday mornimg before Judge Candler, 
and the evidence in behalf of the state 
was introduced. Argument will be made 
this morning, and the case may reach the 
jury today. 

Hudson is charged with the murder of 
James Decatur, who was killed by a stray 
bullet on October 9, 1895. The bullet which 
caused the death of Decatur was fired from 
a pistol in the hands of Patrolman Hudson, 
who at the time the shot was fired was 
trying to capture a thief whom he was fol- 
lowing. 

J. M. Beal, a bystander, was struck by 
the same ball, which passed through the 
brain of Decatur and also passed entirely 
through the head of Beal, almost causing 
death. 

The thief was a negro named Burrell 

Leonard, and he escaped during the ex- 
citement resulting from the shooting. De- 
catur was killed almost instantly and Beal 
was taken to the Grady hospital, where he 
was cared for. 
Hudson was summoned to appear at the 
police station, where he was suspended by 
Chief Connolly and his heimet, club and pis- 
tol were taken from him. In a few days 
Hudson was suspended by the board of 
police commissioners, but was able to give 
bond and has since been at liberty. 

The case is one of unusual interest, as the 
rights of policemen will be determined. 
Hudson fired into a crowded street after a 
thief, and the state will endeavor to prove 
that he acted rashly and unlawfully. 


Hudson Placed on Trial. 
Patrolman Hudson was placed on trial 
at 9 o'clock yesterday morning. He is rep- 
resented by Attorneys Peter F. Smith, 
Judge James A. Anderson, W. W. Gaines 
and Edgar Latham, 

The state is represented by Solicitor Gen- 
erai Hill, and the case to be made out by 
the prosecution is that Hudson violated 
both the state laws and the regulations of 
the police department when he fired a dead- 
ly weapon into a crowded street. 
Chief of Police Connolly was the first 
witness of the state and Solicitor Hill asked 
him if Hudson was not governed by a 
set of printed rules. Counsel for the de- 
fense objected and the question was ruled 
out. Chief Connolly said he had Known 
Hudson for three or four years, as he had 
been empioyed as a patrolman in the police 
department. 
The pistol with which the -shooting was 
done was handed Chief Connolly and was 
identified as the one which had been fur- 
nishead Hudson by the department. 
“That gun’s loaded,”’ said Solicitor Hill 
nervously. *“‘Be careful, chief, and point it 
the other way.”’ 
Chief Connolly did not sce the shooting or 
either of the men who were shot. 

Beal on the Stand. 
The next witness placed on the stand was 
J. N. Beal, through whose head the bullet 
passed after killing the negro, 
Mr. Beal said that he could not say posi- 
tively what occurred at the t:me of the 
shooting, as he was unconscious for two 
weeks after the ball struck him. 
He said that he lived at 103 Madison street 
and was going out Mitchell street on the 
left hand side of the street when the shot 
was fired. He said he did not see the po- 
liceman, neither did he hear any one 
halted. 
After Beal was shot he says he was car- 
ried to the Grady hospital, where he was 
cared for two weeks. Beal said the shoot- 
ing occurred at 4:45 o’clock on the afternoon 
of October 9th. The lights had not been 
turned on, but it was not dark, as it was 
between sundown and dusk. 

Beal stated upon the stand that he held 
a conversation with Hudson after he got 
well and that Hudson said he was almost 
crazy over the shooting, but that he did 
not mind killing the negro but was sorry 
had shot Beal. 

There was objection on both sides to the 
admittance of this evidence and it was 
ruled out by Judge Candler. 


Others Testify for the State. 

After a recess of thirty minutes the case 
Was again taken up and other witnesses 
were examined. 

James Baskin testified that he was stand- 
ing on the corner of Mitchell and For- 
syth streets when Patrolman Hudson ran 
past aiter a negro. He said Hudson called 
for the man to halt and then fired his 
pistol. 

Several negroes testified that they saw 
the race and heard the officer call to the 
thief to stop. The negro kept running and 
Hudson tired. 

The Defense Opens. 

Mr. Janes Ilge, of Chicago, was in At- 
lanta on the night of the shooting and 
joined in the chase with Hudson after the 
thief. 

Mr. Ilge says he ran along the street 
with Hudson and heard the officer call 
to the man to stop. The negro ran all 
the faster and the officer drew his weapon 
and fired one shot, but did not stop the 
negro. 

After the shot was fired Ilge says he 
kept on down the street and ran down 
Thompson, bit returned and found two men 
had been shot. 

Swears the Bullet Glanced. 

He swore that the officer did not intend to 
kill the thief, but only fired to frighten 
him with the intention of making him 
stop. He says the ball was fired toward 
on the grouna and that Decatur and Beal 
could not have been shot had the bullet 
not glanced. 

Mr. Joe Hardee, of Florida, a traveling 
salesman, was next placed on the stand. 

He testified that he was near the officer 
when the shooting was done; that he saw 
the flash of the pistol and then saw the 
two men fall. He did not see any one on 
the street except the wounded men, the 
thief and the officer. He testified positively 
that the streets were not crowied and that 
the lights had been turned 02, as it was 
just previous to nightfall. 

Oo. L. Stamps Test-fies. 

Mr. O. L. Stamps testified that he had 
lost a cheese and asked Patrclman Hudson 
to go with him and help locate the cheese. 
They found it had been so by a negro 
named Leonard, and Leonanl was pointed 
out to Hudson and the race began. 

Stamps was not a witness the shooting. 

The negro was arrested a short time 
after the shooting by a call dfficer and was 
sent to the station house. 

Says the Street Was Nit. Crowded. 

Mr. Griffin, a drug clerk at the store of 
Dr. Curtis, Was next plhced upon the 
stand, 

He testified that the shoting occurred 
just about twilight and hat the street 
was not crowded at the tine. 


The shooting occurred mm the opposite

"Taide of the street, and only « few persons. 
were in sight. . 

He testified that he saw the officer and 
the thief and witnessed the shooting. 


Hudson Makes His Statement. 


Patrolman Hudson was next placed upon 
the stand and made his Statement before 
the jury: 

Hudson said that on the evening of Oc- 
tober 9th he was on his beat on Broad 
street, when Mr. ©. L. Stamps informed 
him that a cheese had been stolen from 
his place of business. 

The two men walked down the street and 
Mr. Stamps went into a store, while Hudson 
waited outside. Mr, Stamps returned and 
said that he had located the property and 
that the negro would be pointed out to him. 

Hudson says he found the negro in a res- 
taurant and the negro ran when he saw 
the officer. 

The negro darted up Mitchell street, he 
following, but the negro rapidly gained 
upon him, and when he looked up the 
street and saw the way was clear he fired 
and continued running. 

“T ran up on the sidewalk,”’ said Hudson, 
“and I saw two men lying on the side- 
walk. I had no idea that I shot the men, 
but thought the negro had run against 
them and knocked them down.’’ 

Hudson said he had no idea of killing 
anybody, and intended only to shoot to 
frighten the negro. 

He further stated that he was compelled 
to take the pistol and that it was furnish- 
ed him by the chief. 

Dr. Gilbert Examined the Wound. 

Dr. W. L. Gilbert, who was at that 
time county physician, and who examined 
the dead negro, was placed on the stand by 
the state. 

Dr. Gilber said he cut the bullet from Mr. 
Beal’s head and found the bullet was badly 
mashed. In nis opinion, he thought the 
bullet was moshed by coming in contact 
with the skull. ] 

The warrant charging the negro Leonard 
with a misdemeanor was then tendered 
as evidence by .the state. 

Two diagraMs showing the position of 
the parties on the street—one drawn by 
a witness@for the defense and one by a 
witness for the state—were tendered in 
evidence. 


Argument Begins for the State. 


Late yesterday afternoon the defense 
closed in introducing testimony and So- 
licitor Charley Till opened for the state. 

He defined a crime and urged that crim- 
inal negligence be taken .into consideration 
by the jury. 

Solicitor Hill spoke for only a few mo- 
ments, defining his position and intimating 
what his line of argument would be. 


Attorney Latham Speaks. 

Attorney Edgar Latham, who is associate! 
with the defense, opened the argument 
for the defense and spoke for nearly an 
hour. 

He was followed by Judge Anderson, who 
spoke until the hour of adjournment and 
will conclude this morning. 

Judge Anderson will be followed by At- 
torney Peter F. Smith and Solicitor Hill 
will conclude. 

The case will probably peach the jury by 
noon, and an early verdict is expected.
